Sure to Be Greatest Year in His- 


tory of Noted Charity, in 
Which Many Business 
Men Are Interested.

The fourth consecutive season of THRE 
TRIBUNE'S summer charities—the care and 
treatment of convalescent women and chil- , 
dren of the congested districts and the dally 
distribution of free ice among the poor of the 
city-—will be inaugurated this week under 
circumstances which give the work a unique 
place among the charities supported by Chi- 
cagoang, 

With the opening late in the week of Tue 
TRIBUNE'S convalescent hospital on the bank 
of the Fox river, near Algonquin, a new era 
in the history of the institution will be begun, 
for this year marks the transfer of the hos- 
pital from tents te a group of permanent 
buildings of the most advanced type of hos- 
pital architecttre. 


One Dormitory Ready. 

One of these, a dormitory for the accom- 
modation of fifty women-and children and a 
full corps of nurses, now is ready for occu- 
pancy. Work on this has been pushed rapid- 
ly during the late spring, and last week 
marked the completion of the building and 
its preparation to receive the patients which 
the bureau af charities will send to Algon- 
quin, probably on Friday. 

Building operations on the second building 
of the group will be begun probably this 
week, This will be the largest of the struc- 
tures—a central pavilion containing a din- 
ing hall, diet kitehens, a laundry, a general 
office, and other features of a general ad- 
ministration building. The third building of 
the group, a dormitory similar to the one now 
in readiness, will be erected as soon as funds 
for the pul pose are available. 


Guarantee of Completeness. 

Altogether the group of buildings will form 
an equipment unique among summer hospi- 
tals, and as 4 retreat for convalescent wom- 
en and children the Institutfon will be uneur- 
passed by any hospital in the country. In 
designing the hospital, the builders have 
made use of the most modern ideas known to 
hospital construction, and in its erection the 
mere fact that this is being carried on under 
the personal supervision of Arehitect Rich- 
ard T. Newberry and John M. Ewen, builder 
of many. of Chieago's most noteworthy build- 
ings, is ample guarantee ‘of its conipleteness.

Health for the Children. 


And, indeed, this is the idea of the hospital, 
for from the time the children reach the 
grounds until they must leave to make room 
for others they are given free rein, roam- 
ing about the wooded slopes at will afid re- 
stricted only when they get too near the bank 
of the river; they can “ go wading,’’ but not 
unchaperoned, 

Inside the hospital buildings the outdoor 
idea will be'carried out to the full. The dormi- 
tory i@ an airy structure, 69x42 feet in size, 
with the main building given over entirély to 
@ spacious, Ward with broad windows and a 
high ceiling. In fact, the height of the room 
is the height of the gable roof. There are no 
stuffy attics and storeroomsa: 

The wing ofthe dormitory is divided into 
several nurses’ rooms, toilet and bath facili- 
thes, and a physician's office, Along the front 
of the building the deep veranda, to be 
screened in if this proves to be necessary, 
will provide an ideal outdoor restroom. In 
the rear is a second veranda, facing the woods 
at the rear of the hosPita! grounds. 

As in past years, the administration of the 
hospital will be in the hands of the Chicago 
Bureau of Charities and under the direct 
personal supervision of Miss R. B. Holmes, 
assistant superintendent of the bureau. A 
trained hospital housekeeper, an efficient 
head nurse and a full staff of trained nurses 
will havé charge of the children under the 
advisory supervision of THe Trisunp hos- 
pital medical staff, organized last year with 
Health Commissioner W. A. Evans as chair- 
man. ; 

Prominent Men Interested, 


On its purely business side the direotion of 
the hospital's affairs has been placed in the 
hands of a board of eight trustees—men who 
have consented as a mark of their apprecia- 
tion of the importance of the hospital's 
work to take charge of the handling of the 
funds contributed by generous Chicagoans.

Plotters Against Sanitary Dis- 
trict Cut Wires to Resort. 


BOARD OFFERS BIG REWARD, 


President R. R. McCormick Will Give 
$1,000 for Men’s Capture. 


Another effort to block the Chicago drain- 
age board’s undertaking to distribute its elec- 
trical power was made last night. Its trans- 
mission line, carrying current to light the 
new Forest Amusement park in the region 
formerly known ag Harlem was severed at 
11:10 o’clock and the park was thrown into 
darkness at the close of its formal opening. 

President R. R. MeCormick of the sani- 
tary district at once offered $1,000 reward 
on behalf of the distriet for information 
that will lead to the apprehension and con- 
viction of the miscreants, and it is understood 
the amusement park management will add 
a reward of $500 to the larger sum. 


Pleasure Seekers Grope. 

Instantly, when the tranamission wire was 
severed the myriads of electric lights in the 
new park were extinguished. Severa} hun- 
dred persons still lingered in the park and 
boats were gliding down the water “chutes, 
when some one threw a wire over the electric 
cable at Harrison 'stréetand Hanne avenue, 
within a quarter of a mile of the park en- 
trance, thi¢reby burning out the current wire 
at the point of contact. 

The pleasure seekers who were in the park 
thought the extinguishment of the lights was 
only temporary, and this also was the bélief 
of the park management until it waa discov- 
ered that the cable was burned out. 

Joseph Le Batge, a chauffeur in the em- 
ploy of the sanitary board, was 300 feet 
from the spot where the wire was thrown 
over the electric cable. 

He saw two or three men run away and 
attempted to overtake them in his auto- 
mobile . They escaped, however, in the 
darkness. 

Calls It Despicable Act. 

President McCormick was informed of the 
matter by the park management and he at 
once gave notice of the reward, He char- 
acterized the act as a despicable piece of 
business, and said no efforts would be spared 
to learn the identity of those engaged in the 


work. 
Joseph Grein, general manager of Forest 


park, said the work was undoubtedly that 


of persons who were angered at the sani- 
tary board in utilizing the water power at 
Lockport to furnish electricity for the park. 
Mr. Grein was warned some days ago that 
the park would not be allowed to use the 
lights from this See, and as @ precau- 
tionary measure twelve men patrolled the 
length of the current wire last night. The 
distance patrolled is about eight miles. 


Ready for Another Raid. 

More ten will be added to tlie guard to- 
night and during the remainder of the sea- 
son. Orders to catch any one caught tem- 
pering with the wires have been given to 


the watchers. 
The current wire will be repaired today,

TARIFF MADE VITAL HOQUE. 

Platform Will State Clearly Intention 
of Republicans to Have Revision. — 


Washington, D. C., June 6—Prefident 
Roosevelt, Secretary Taft, Secretary Root, 
and Senator Burkett of Nebraska had a gen- 
eral and extended politica! talk fn the presi- 
dent’s offices this afternoon. Perhaps the 
most interesting and significant. develop- 
ments of the conference were the serious 
consideration given to the problem of se- 
lecting a chairman of the national commit- 
tee, and the fact that Frank H. Hitcticock’s 
name was left practically at the top of the 
list of those regarded as avafiable. 

The action of the national committee at 
Chicago, confirming the White house pre- 


diction that the committee was by a large 


majority friendly to the Taft candidacy. 
made it expedient that further steps should 
be taken In perfecting the detalis of events 
which are to follow the decision of the con- 
tests. 

National Committee Pleases. 

That the work of the committee has given 
the greatest satisfaction to the president and 
to the Taft forces here is evidenced in many 
ways, although it is impossible to get an 
expression for quotation from any interested 
source. 

Considerable time was given today to the 
discussion of the platform. This document 
will be completed Tuesday, according to pre- 
diction and ite tariff feature is assuming 
greater importance than any other. The dis- 
cussion turned on the importance of making 
clear to the voters that revision is prom- 
ised by the republican party at a definite time 
—{mmediately after the inauguration. To 
make this promise effective it will be neces- 
sary for the dominant party to elect not only 
the head of the ticket, but a majority of the 
members of the lower house of congress.

The Taft men say that if ‘ the Alies ” pur- 
gue any such course it admits their uncondi- 
tional surrender and the nomination of Secre- 
tery Taft with practically no opposition.

Hughes’ manager, 
sustained Senator Hemenway in the denial 
that a conference had been held, but said 
that the statement given out as an authori- 


tative anneuncement expressed his personal 


feelings and proposed exactly the course 
which he personally favored. 
Humphrey Indorses Plan. 

. “I do not know of a conference,” he said, 
“but if my associates have issued such a 
statement it will receive my indorsement, 
and if they have decided on such a course of 
procedure it will have my support. I am per- 
suaded that it is the proper method of pro- 
cedure.” 

Ex-Gov. Bradley of Kentucky, represent- 


ing the contesting anti-Taft delegates from 


that state, is said to have, been at one of 
the talks when some of the campaign man- 
agers went over the question. 

It is proposed, if an appeal ip to be made 
to the convention itself, that he shall be the 
man to make it.

Furthermore; they are perfectly convinced 
that the saner heads tn the party will pre- 

vent any outbreak of emotions either now 
or later in tne convention which would be 
embarrassing after the nominations had 
been made. . 


: Crane Seeking a Gompromise. 


Senator Crane, known as one of the great 
“ conservative forces ” of the party, is seek- 
ing anxiously to accomplish a compromise 
which would seat all the contesting southern 

@elegates with a half vote each. Senator 
Crane finds himself looking ahead to the 
campaign which is to follow the convention, 
and he wants the house in order, or as nearly 
in order as possible. | ; 

Mr. Crane is laboring under some em- 
barrassment because he feels that he him- 
self has not been treated with all possibile 
consideration im the national committee. 

The Cannon managers. in refusing to join 
the radicals among ‘‘The Allies,”’ have taken 
the position that no possible good could re- 
eult from such a procedure and that noth- 
ing which could porsibly be gained by any of 
the candidates would warrant the possible 
harm which might be done tke party. 


Threats by “Black and Tan.” 

Before the radical plan of the Allies devel- 
oped there had been threatening stunts by 
the “biack “and tan” men from the 
south, who were left to use their 
tickets. T. M. Blodgett, Georgia 
cracker and anti-Taft agitator, spent fifteen 
minutes before the committee in the delivery 
of a scorching excoriation of the methods of 
his brother, E. F. Blodgett, postmaster of 
Atianta, and Ananias Brown, his successful 
opponents. ' ’ 

T. M. Blodgett talked so loud and in such 


an untamed way that the crowd waiting out- 
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official is in the penitentiary and that His 
opponents “have been eaten by rats.’’ 


Florida Contests Taken Up. 


‘The first contest to be taken up in the morn- 
ing was that of the delegates at large from 
Florida, and this was followed by the hearing 
of the evidence in the contests in the Second 
and Third Florida districts. dis 

J. N. Stripling, leader of the anti-Taft 
forces, made the assertion that when the 
Taft convention was called to meet in St. 
Augustine last February by J. N. Coombs, 
national committeeman from Mlorida and 
referee of the state patronage, Representa- 
tive Butler Ames of Massachusetts, a grand- 
son of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, quietly 
slipped into the state and in the course of ten 
days succeeded in inducing the opposition, and 
especially the negro voters, to contest. Ac- 
cording to the storg, cards of admission had 
been issued by the Taft following to recog- 
nized Taft delegates, but faceimiles of the 
cards were distributed so generally that when 
the convention met, neither side knew which 
had control of the situation. 

When the convention was.called to order 
ea large picture of Senator J. B. Foraker of 
Ohio, of Brownsville fame, was let loose 
from the ceiling of the hall, with the result 
that the negro delegates stampeded. Under 
the leadership of Stripling, who formerly was 
a United States district attorney, they or- 
ganized a convention on one side of the plat- 
form, while the Coombs faction met on the 
other side. The iseue, before the national 
committee yesterday hinged upon the regu- 
larity. of these conventions and upon the 
question which convention contained a ma- 
jority of the delegat 

Charge Against Ames Resented. 

The feature involving Congressman Butler 
Ames caused press representatives to try 
to seek him at his home in Lowell, Mass., 
yesterday, but it was stated that he had 
gone to New York. 

Gen. Adelbert) Ames, his father, on learn- 
ing of the charge made by Mr, Striplipg in 
Chicago, said he believed it to be false for 
the reason that he knew that Butler Ames 
left Florida the night before the convention. 

When Mr. Stripling arose to address the 
committee in behalf of the anti-Taft faetion, 
Congressman Streeter of New Hampshire 
asked him flatly: 

“Who furnished the forged tickets? ”’ 

“ They were handed to me by Butler Ames 
of Massachusetts,” said Mr. Stripling. 

Mr. Stripling said when he wes appointed 
United States district attorney in Florida 
he informed Mr. Chubb, the chairman of the 
state delegation, that if Chubb indorsed him 
Stripling would send to Washington a repu- 
diation of the indorsement. When this 
statement was made Mr. Chubb arose and 


‘said: 


“That is an absolute falsehood.” 

‘T affirm on my honor as a man that what 
I have said is true,” replied Stripling. 

The two men glared at each other, and for 
an instant it seemed as if a personal conflict 
was inevitable. Chairman New, however, 
promptly ruled both men out of order, and 
the incident went no further. 


Stripling’s Protest Is Tabled. 

A protest by Stripling to the national com- 
mittée was tebled by motion of Committee- 
man Stevenson of Colorado. The protest, 
which was read before being tabled; was 
as follows: f 

“Gentlemen of the National Committee: 
I ask for indulgence to make a brief state- 
ment befage entering upd the merits of this 
contest. I want my case tried by a fair and 
impartial tribunal. I have never had the 
pleasure of meeting Gen. Hjtchec.k, Mr. 
Phelps, or Mr. Statter, -but, without sug- 
gesting the least suspicion with reference to 
the integrity of their motives, I do not be- 
lieve them to be in a frar.e of mind which 
will enable them to treat me fairly in the 
consideration of my case. — 

“We are all Hable to mistake our sympa- 
thies for principle, and, acting upon them, do 
injuetice when our intentions are on the side 
of virtue. I concede the right of every 
member of this committee to exercise his 
best judgment in the selection. of a candidate 
for president, but in passing upon a question 
of the kind you are about to consider, a com- 
mitteeman who has been the active manager 
of one of the candidates, who hasbeen the 
friend and adviser, as I believe Mr. .Hitch- 
cock has been, of the delegation which op- 
poses me, is not in a condition of mind to 
treat me fairly, and, what is infinitely more 


Pennsylvania, New York, Indiana, Illinois, 
and Wisconsin, which have important inter- 
ests at stake in this convention. 

“ The action of this committee should com- 
mand the respect that is always accorded 
to the verdict of an honest jury. You are 
not bound by an oath, it is true; but you are 
bound by honor, which is an even higher obil- 
gation than an oath; but the judgment of an 
honest man which is tarnished by the sus- 
picion of selfishness can nevér command the 
respect of Anybody” but the beneficiary.” 


Florida Contest Is Decided. 

The committee at 1:45 o'clock decided the 
contests over the seats of delegates at large 
and in the Second district of Florida, in favor 
of the Taft faction headed by National Com- 
mitteeman Combs. 

When the motion to decide in favor gf the 
Taft delegates was made at the sondlaiton 
of the hearing, Committeeman Scott of Ala- 
bama moved as an amendment that the anti- 
Taft delegation be seated. This motion was 
seconded by Committeeman Crane of Mas- 
sachusetts. hut on. a viva voce vote the 
amendment was lost, the original motion pre- 
‘wailed, and the Taft delegateS were seated. 

One district in Georgia where a contest 
was expected failed to qualify and was 
dropped. 

- It wae decided to postpone the hearing of

Early Complaint by the “Allies.” 

Representatives of five states other than 
Ohio. which have candidates for the repub- 
lican presidential nomination, announced 
early in the day that they would make 
a formal protest to the convention on the 
manner in which they are at present, accord- 
ing to their opinion, being ignored by the 
dominating elements in.the republican party. 

They claim that they have 126 electoral 
votes, which number lacks only seventy of be- 
ing able to name a president of the United 
States, and that they “are being ridden 
down in the interests of states which cannot 
furnish a single electoral vote to the repub- 
ican party.”’ 

At the meeting were Mesers. Keaiing, man- 
ager for Vice President Fairbanks; Hum- 
phrey for Gov. Hughes; McKinley df Hiinois, 
manager for the Cannon candidacy; Senator 
Penrose and Representative Burke of Penn- 
sylvania, and Senator Hemenway of Indiana. 
They declared after the adjournment of their 
conference that they consider the states 
which they represent as the backbone of the 
républican party, and “ therefore entitled to 
a respectful hearing.”’ |They charge that the 
** Roosevelt-Taft machine ”’ is ignoring them 
in the interests of the southern states, and 
deciare they will makea formal protest tothe 
convention in the interests of the party. 


Bradley Here to Aid Fairbanks. 

Great things were expected by “the “ al- 
lies ’’ when Senator-elect William O. Brad- 
| ley of Kentucky arrived in town. Mr, Brad- 
ley is the only republican senator, elect or 
otherwise, south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
He is not a delegate to the national] conven- 
tion. He was alwaysa Fairbanks man. Just 
when Hitchcock had the state of Kentucky 
lined up for Taft, Mr. Bradley was suddenly 
and unexpectedly elected a senator by the 
aff’ of democratic votes. He promptly came 
out for Vice President Fairbanks again and 
the office hunters of Kentucky in the Taft 
camp nearly had a fit. 

Then the Taft men won at a state pri- 
mary, which, on both sides, has not. been 
excelled in this campaign for the methods 
used—the feeling was so bitter that the new 
senator was left at home. Nevertheless, he 
mace a speech in the state convention which 
threatened for a time to upset the Taft pro- 
gram again and it is asserted'by his friends 
that had the chatyman of the convention al- 
lowed votes to. bé changed Bradley would 
be a delegate from Kentucky. Mr. Bradléy 
will present the anti-Taft side of the Ken- 
tuckv contests before the committee and wih 
assist the ‘‘ allies "in framing up the remain-

Short Speeches of Nomination. 

The amount of time that may be donsumed 
by each nominating and seconding speech in 
the convention has caused the ‘prospective 
orators on that oceasion to search the records 
for precedents. Roscoe Conkling’s nomina- 
tion cf Grant for a third term consumed 
twelve minutes, and Garfield at the same 
meeting took but a little more time in placing 
the name of Sherman before the convention. 
Ten minutes was required for Ingersoll to 
mominate Blaine. These three speeches 
stand out prominently as models in the an- 
nals 0: national conventions. 

It is understood that Representative Bur- 
ton will take twenty minutes in nominating 
Secretary Taft, and that Senator Bofah will! 
consume not more. than six or seven minutes 
in seconding the nomination. Other speeches 
probably w'il be governed by the same limi- 
tations, although the convention allows each 
speaker to be the judge of the time he may 
consume in making a nomination. When 
brevity has not controllec ¢rators on such 
occasions an impatient audience generally 
hag called time on them. The ordeal of 
speak.ng in a large auditorium is a still more 
potent factor in securing short addresses, as 
few men Rave voices sufficiently powerful to 
stand the strain more than ten or fifteen 
minutes, 

“Human Megaphone”’ May Speak. 

“The man with the voice” is talked of

Sherman, chairman of the corgressional 
committee, both of whom are from New 
York. <2 
Says Missouri Is for ‘Taft. 

W. 8S. Dickey;chatrman of the Missouri 
state committee, thinks that if ‘l'aft is nom- 
inated he will carry the “show me” state 
November. 

“The startling feature of Missouri poli- 
tice during the last four or five years is the 
widespread movement of business men to- 
ward taking a hand in the political game,” 
said Chairman Dickey, who is the head of 
the W. 8 Dickey Clay Manufacturing 
company in Ka City, “ They are join- 
ing the republican party in greater numbers 


‘than its ancient rival, the democracy, and 


all they need to rally them in sufficient 
numbers behind the republican standards in 
the presidential battle this summer ig to be 
given the choice between voting for Bryan 
and voting for Taft. They helped carry 
Missouri for Hoosevelt four years ago, and 
they will make good for Taft if they only 
have an opportunity to vote for him.”

Nevada for Taft. 


Patrick L. Flanigan, national committee 
man from Nevada, showed up at the Audito- 
rium hotel last night. He asserted positive- 
ly that despite thepfact that. the delegates 
from Nevada are uninstructed, they will be 
for Taft. 

When asked why Nevada did not send an 
instructed delegation, the committeeman, 
with the happy, preconceived persifiage of the 
west, replied:

The vice president has 
always been affiliated with that element in 
the party. and his name on the ticket, it is 
said, would go a long way toward putting an 
end to the anti-edministration feeling in the 
Wall street district. ; 

Secretary Cortelyou made the acquaintance 
of the financial kings when he was chairman 
of the republican national committee in the 
Roosevelt-Parker campaign. He made an 
good impression at that time. 
Since he has been in the treasury department 
his relations with the banks and trust com- 
parfies of New York have been extremely 
cordial. 

Independent as an Official. 

The secretary of the treasury has acted in 
an independent’ fashion. He has never at- 
tempted, so far as can be learned, to defer to 
the big financial interests, but, on the other 
hand, he has treated them with uniform fair- 
ness, 

In the disposition of public funds and ‘in 
thep romptness and ability with which he 
handled the panicky condition last fall. Sec- 
retary. Cortelycu has secured the absolute 
confidez.ce of the strong business and bank- 
ing interests of New York, Boston, and Phil- 
adelphia, and if they make a definite demand 
at the Chicago convention his nomination 
will be far from improbable. 

Up to within a month or two there was a 
decided impression among many of Secre- 
tary Taft's friends that Gov. Hughes would 
surely be crafted for the second place. The 
goyernor said repeatediy that he would not 
take it, but it was figured out that no man has 
yet defied the will ef a national convention.

Hughes Has Declined Steadily. 

It is undeniable, however, that since the 
holidays there has been a distinct decline in 
Gov.

Not C. P. Taft, however. Mr. Taft, who 
is a baseball magnate himself, expressed a 
keen desire to see the game between the 
Giants and the Gunthers. He was tired of 
league games. Anybody could see al 
game any day! But he had long cherisiied 
a desire to see the famous negro team play 
ball, and often had contemplated making a 
special trip from Cincinnati to Chicago for 
the purpose. 

Me confided his desire to Charlies W. Mur- 
phy, the owner and manager of the Cubs, 
which once were the property of Mr. Taft. 
Mr. Murphy ordered his automobile and con- 
veyed Mr. and Mrs. Taft and a couple of other 
guests to the Gunther ball park, where they 
occupied a box Guring the game. 


Its Political Significance. 

The political significance of Mr. Taft's 
selected diversion was apparent to the poll- 
ticlans as soon as it became known. .

Awaking to the powerful public sentiment 
which is opposed to the continued grabbing 
of many thousands of dollars in fees, candi- 
dates for the nominations of clerks of the 
Supreme and Appellate courts yesterday 
said they'd just as soon take salaries in lieu 
of fees. 

They stipulated, however, that the salaries 
ought to be large enough—" commensurate 
with the dignity of those offices and te 
amount of work expected of the officehold- 
ers,” as one expressed it. Another thougait 
the pay ought to be large enough for pro- 
vision for a “ rainy day.” 


. All the candidates were willing to pledge 
themselves to the salary basis of compensa~ 
tion in lieu of fees, on the principle perhaps 
that haif a loaf is better than none 

But there is a fly in the ointment. It ap- 
pears that there are campaign expenses, 
many large campaign expensés; two cam- 
paigns, in fact—the primary and the elective. 
Ten per cent of a salary is sometimes hy- 
pothecated in campaign expenses, often 
more, it ie said, and future political asseas- 
ments must be considered. 


Salary Basis in Some Courts. 

While these momentous points are being 
debated by the candidates for clerks of the 4 
Supreme and Appellate courte—not ail) of 
whom can receive the nomination, it must be 
conceded—no such considerations disturb the 
peace of the incumbents or the aepirants for 
clerkships of the Circuit, Superior, Criminal, 
and Probate courts of Cook county. Those 
officials turn fn all their fees and draw their 
salaries of $5,000 a year in monthly inetall- 
ments of $416:66, and don’t complain much 
despite campaign expenses, political assees- 
ments, and frequent calls for the purchase 
of tickets to church entertainments.

eastern Asia and began to form a nation, 
still retaining their tribal rivalries and clan- 
ishness. . 

It was back there that the seeds of the Hip 
Lung trial were sown; for then the Moys, 
to which cian Hip Lung, or Moy Dong Chew, 
belongs, and the Chins, to which clan the 
murdered man, Chin Wali, belonged, became 
-ehemies. in time each family or clan came 
to number millions of members, scattered 
all over Chima and-then all over the world, 
but still the tribal feeling was maintained, 
Gnd today one Chin considers himself a 
*¢oustIn”™ of any other Chin, though he 
might have to go back hundreds or thousands 
of yed¥s to find a common ancestor. The 
members of each clan form all their rela- 
ttons, social, ‘business, political, and profes- 
giona!, as far as possible with other members 
of the same clan. 


Proclamation and Plot. 


This is said to be why the Chins, restive 
wnder the domination of a. Moy, published 
the proclamation which is claimed by the 
defense to have incited a plot to have Hip 
‘Lung and his brother, Moy Dong Hoy, 

hanged. This is also why, says the prose- 
cution; that Moy Dong Chew tried so hard 
to get a renegade Chin to kill his enemy, 

Chin Wai, as, according to the testimony, he 
Wid. This is why noted representatives of 
the Moy and Chin families are here from 
Portland, Ore., from New York, from San 
Francisco, and from many other cities-all 
over the country to sit beside the attorneys 
for the defense. And this is why the mem- 
bers of the Chin clan have spent money like 
water on attorneys ami detectives in order 
to assist in the discovery and prosecution of 
the murderer of one of their family. 

But though a knewledge of ancient Chinese 
| is necessary to a proper understand- 
ing of the case the prosecution contends that 
¢he proximate cause of the shooting was a 
thoroughly up to date attempt to create a 
monopoly. Hip Lung, they say, attempted 
“to form a Chinese gambling trust with him- 
geclf at the head, and when he met opposition, 
gnstead of resorting to underselling, secret 
agreements and rebating, he simply decided 
to kill off a few of the ind@pendents as an 
Object lesson. No one claims that he had 
any personal feeling against Chin Wai. But 
the theory is that Chin Wai was opposed to 
the trust, and, being a member of the tra- 
ditionally hostile clan of the Chins, was 
merely a particularly acceptable sacrifice. 

Forming a Gambling Trust. 

The evidence presented by the state shows 
that Hip Lung and his brother, Moy Dong 
Hoy, undertook to form a'society to be known 
@s the On Leong Tong for the purpose of 
controlling gambling in Chinatown. Among 
otherr he asked Chin Wal, Chin Foin, Chin 
Yet Quay, and Chin Maun Hing to join, but 
they refused. Two Chins have testified that 
following this he brought a renegade Chin 
from New York to help them do some “ un- 
pleasant business.”’ These men testified that 
this Chin brought them to Moy Dong Chew 
and Moy Dong Hoy, who offered them $600 
each for the assassination of each of four 
men named, with every precaution taken to 
enable them to escape; $30 a month while in 
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faction have brought Hip Lung before the 
bar of the court, will be called to testify to

The defense has already shown by its wit- 
nesses that Chin Wai was killed not by Harry 
Lee but by Dong Ah Quak, aril it is expected 
to show that this was to satisfy a personal 
grudge. 

Then comes the big conspiracy alleged by 
the defense. 

It is claimed that Chin Pak Sun, the in- 


terpreter present when Chin Wal was con- 


fronted with Harry Lee, deliberately fastened 
the crime on Lee, Gong Pak Wing, when 


he knew that the dying man had said he. 


was shot by another Gong—namely: Gong Ah 
Quak. . 

An attempt will be made to show that the 
proclamation or “‘ soucl’’ was then issued to 
stir up sentiment against Hip Lung and pre- 
pare the way for a revolt. The daring 
proclamation is said to have brought to the 
surface all the latent lawless element and 
sentiment in the celestial colony, and to 
have enabled the Chins to carry out their 
plot.

ELEVATION NEAR WITH AN ‘IF’ 


Oak Park Road Asks for Fran- 
chise Extension as Reward. 


SUBURBS HEAR THE TERMS. 


Protesters Against North western Ser- 
Vice Also Hold Meeting. 


The Chicago and Oak Park élevated road 
will elevate its tracks through Austin, if it 
can get a franchise extension of fourteen 
years. Otherwise, it will not, because it can- 
not get the money necessary to finance the 
improvement. 

This attitude on the part of the road was 
outlined yesterday in a conference between 
President Clarence A. Knight of the road and 
Walter J.:Raymer, superintendent of city 
track elevation. 

It was arranged, however, that while the 
ordinance question is pending, representa- 
tives of the city and the road will go ahead in 
laying out. plans for an elevation, with con- 
erete retaining walls, to extend from Fifty- 
second avenue to Austin avenue. The first 
meeting for that purpose will be held tomor- 
row. 

‘“*TIf we can get a fourteen year extension to 
our franchise west of Halsted street the 
whole system will have a franchise running 
until 1944,’’ said President Knight. ‘ In that 
event we can get money to elevate the 
tracks.” 

The road during the day gave to Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Emil C. Wetten a check 
for $2,459 in payment for the city mileage 
bill, and came to an agreement regarding 
most of the balance which the city holds to 
be due. | 

Surface Traction Worries, Too. 


Aside from the Oak Park “ L’'s”’ position,

the improvement association of Oak Park

exposition. She attended school with Aaron 
Burr and with Catherine Beecher, a sister 
of Henry Ward Beecher, and was present at 
the wedding of James G. Birney, the liberal

Mrs. Hunt was one of the original members 
of the St. John’s Episcopal church at Mount 
Morris, and up to the day of her death she 
was a faithful and active member of the 
Episcopal church. Dr. Royce, her son-in- 
law, was rector of St. Paul's Episcopal church 
in Beloit. 

In addition to her four children—Mrs. 
Royce, Mrs. Adams, Daniel, and James— 
Mrs. Hunt is survived by five grandchildren 
and eight great grandchildren, most of them 
living in Chicago. All will attend the brief 
funeral service to be held in Beloit.

NATIVE PRIEST SEES HOPE. 


Says Christianity Is Salvation of Giant 
Awakening Empire | 


Christianity was declared the salvation of 
China, ‘spiritually, mentally, and commer- 
clally, and the most powerful weapon for the 
emancipation of its women in a remarkable 
interview by a Chinese Roman Catholic priest 
yesterday. The interview was made the 
more remarkable because it was. given. in 
German. 

The Rev. Peter Dschang of Ichowfoo, who 
is one of the 1,200 priests under thirty-six 
bishops and one archbishop in charge of the 
work of the church in China, was the speaker. 
The priest reached the:city yesterday in the 
company of Bishop Augustine Henninghaus 
of South Shan Tung. They at once visited 
Archbishop Quigley at the archdiocese, 
where they discussed freely the many trane- 
formations taking place in China. 

The two clergymen will remain in Chicago 
for two weeks and probably will deliver sey- 
eral addresses. 

Bishop Henninghaus will preach at Niles 
Center this morning and in the evening will 
tecture in St..Michael'’s church of this city. 


Emancipation of Women. 

“The woman question is the big probiem 
in China,” said Father Dschang. ‘*‘ Under 
the old arrangement the women did not at- 
tend schools, because they were not per- 
mitted to. The girls who were not highly 
estimated were engaged in childhood and 
bound to that engagement regardiess of 
their own wishes, until] they were 18 or 14 
years old, when they were given in mar- 
riage. 

** Since the missionaries have been at work 
and have spread the doctrine of the Chris- 
tian religion all this is being changed rap- 
idly. We now have schools for girls and the 
people are forsaking the old ideas. 

“There is now a general awakening of our 
people, and I am sure the future will show 
great strides. 
the telephone is little known, and the eléctric 
and gas light outside of the larger cities is 
rarely seen. But modern thought ere long 
will give us &@ position along with other pro- 
gressive nations. 

“One of the greatest evile which we are 
trying hard to conteract is the alarming 
number of suicides among young women. 
Because of the hard times and the lack of the 
girls’ moral uplift through education, it ts 
not to be wondered at that so many of them 
adopt this method to escape the what was 
once, inevitable tortures of life.’’ 

Polygamy was named as another evil which 
was once deep rooted in China, but which, 
through the elevating influence of Christian- 
ity, was slowly, but surely disappearing. 


Faith Spreads in China. 


The number of Chinese Catholics was placed 
by Father Dschang at 1,100,000, and nearly 
half as many catechumens are studying the 
faith and will become professed Catholics 
after two years’ study. 

The cathedral is located at Jenchowfoo, 


and Mencius, the two Chinese philosophers. 
Kinfoo, which was the home of the former, 
and which contains a temple in his honor, 
is within walking distance of the Roman 
Catholic church. The seventy-sixth succes- 
sor of Confucius, Duek Kung, lives there, and 
is said to maintain the most friendly rela- 
tions with his Catholic neighbors. 

Father Dschang, who wears a queue, is 
86 years old and a graduate of Jenchowfoo 
seminary.

BETHESDA NEARS THE END 


Eighteen Aged People Leave the 
Bankrupt Home Wednesday. 


ALL WILL BE PROVIDED FOR. 


Institution Which Collapsed Recently 
to Go Out of Existence. 


Eighteen gray haired men and women—all 
that remain at the Bethesda Home for the 
Aged—will leave the institution forever on 
Wednesday. Whén they are gone the doors 
of the building in Belden court wifl be closed 
and locked, and the career of Frank F. Hen- 
ning as a protector of old people will be ended 
-—so far, at least, as his former clients are 
concerned. 

By gradual degrees the members of the 
Mttle colony have been persuaded that they 
must leave the only home that some of them 
have known for ten years. 

For weeks after Mr. Henmning’s financial 
collapse some timeago they clung desperate- 
ly to the hope that somehow they would be 
vermitted to remain and even announced to 
Mrs. Mary Mann, the matron, that if they 
were going they would heve to be removed by 
force. They had paid hundreds of dollars to 
remain at the Bethesda home for the rest 
of their lives and at the Bethesda home they 
intended to remain. 


Other Homes Are Provided. 

When the financial affairs of the home were 
looked into, however, it became clear to the 
members of the committee appointed for the 
inmates’ relief that the Institution must be 
abandoned, and day by day Mrs. Mann, Mrs. 
S. K. Martin, Harlow N. Higinbotham, and 
others who have interested themselves tn the 
old people have argued with them patiently, 
describing plans for their removal to homes 
or other institutions and securing, finally, 
their acceptance of the inevitable. 

Through arrangements made by Mr. Higin- 
botham, who is president of the Chicago 
Home for Incurables, the majority of the old 
people will go to that institution, at Fifty- 
seventh street and Ellis avenue. Of the 
others, four will go temporarily to the homes 
of sons and daughters in or near Chicago, 
and will be admitted later to a new home in 
Maywood to be opened in August by the Eng- 
lish Baptists of the suburb. One will goto 
the German Altenheitm at Harlem. 


Private Individuals Give Aid. 

The committee which has made these ar- 
rangements for caring for the old people 
after weeks of wrestling with the problem 
is headed by William Boldenweck, United 
States subtreasurer, and Attorney Gustav 
Fischer. By private subscriptions and 
through the aid of several benefit entertain- 
ments arranged by private individuals a con- 
siderable fund has been raised to make the 
arrangements possible. 

Although they were not members of the 
coromittee, Mr. Higinbotham, Mrs. Martin, 
and many others have interested themselves 
in the situation and have given much of their 
time to devising plans for the old people’s 
relief. 

‘‘The people up here all want to express 
their thanks to the public for all that has 
been, done for them,”’ said Mrs. Mann. “ To 
the committee: especially, and to Mrs. Martin 
and Mr. Higinbotham, they feel a debt of 
gratitude that they never can repay.” 


WANTS JUDGE TUTHILL BACK 
IN THE JUVENILE COURT. 


Timothy D. Hurley Publishes Glowing 
Eulogy of Him and Asks His Reas- 
signment to That Work. 


Glowing eulogy of the work of Judge Rich- 
ard S. Tuthill as “‘ the pioneer juvenile court 


| Judge of the United States,’’ and an appeal to 


the Circuit court judges for Judge Tuthill’s 
reassignment to the court for the coming 
year, form the leading features of the cur- 
rent issue of the Juvenile Court Record, 
published yesterday. 

After reviewing Judge Tuthill’s work in or- 
ganizging and systematizing the work of the 
court immediately after the passage of the 
juvenile court law, in July, 1899, Timothy D. 
Hurley, editor of the Record, says: 

“It was in Judge Tuthill’s court room that

The first site of Tue Trreune hospite!l, 
when it wae established three years ago, was 
at Glen Ellyn, the beautiful buildings of 
Ruskin university on the shores of Lake 
Ellyn having beem remodeled for hospital 
purposes. In the following autumn these 
buildings were destroyed by fire. Then, after 
searching the surrounding country, Miss 
Holmes, acting on behalf of THe TRIBUNE, 
leaged the old Neltnor homestead at West 
Chicago. This was overhauled and convert- 
ed into a completely appointed hospital, and 
during the summer of 1906 the work of the 
charity was carried on there. 


Quarters Are Outgrown. 

Before the summer was half over, however, 
the old homestead was found to be entirely 
inadequate to meet the demands of the hos- 
pital. Tents were pitched in the yard, but 
these filled as rapidly as they appeared, and 
the waiting list lengthened at a startling 
pace. Clearly the charity had ceased to be 
an experiment and had taken its place as an 
indispensable part of the city’s charitable 
work. : 

Therefore the search for @ spacious, per- 
manent site was undertaken, and after long 
consideration the present twenty acre tract, 
half way between Algonquin and Cary, Ill., 
was selected. The site had been selected by 
a Chicago physician for a sanitarium, but. 
providentially, Miss Holmes believes, the 
physician was called to another city and 
surrendered his option on the land. 

Last spring plans were drawn for a per- 
manent hospital equipment, but the work of 
construction could not be begun until well 
into the summer, and it was decided that 
carpenters and children could not occupy the 


same site during the summer to mutual ad-- 


vantage. Substantial tents and a temporary 
frame dining hall, therefore, accommodated 
the patients during the summer, and as early 
as possible last spring building operations 
were begun. 

Commendations of TH= TRIBUNE’s summer 
charities have been received from all sources 
during the three years of their existence, 
but it is not necessary to repeat them here. 
The enthusiastic indorsement of the trustees, 
the bureau of charities, and the thousands of 
contributors who have made the fund pos- 


gible in past yeara would be enough in itself, }

WEST PARK STRIKE ENDED; 
NO MORE FEAR OF DARKNESS. 


President Smulski, After Hearing Ar- 
guments, Orders Reinstatement of 
Discharged Employe.

The strike of electrical workers employed 
in the west parks was settled yesterday by 
the reinstatement of W. N. Heltzel, a member 
of the electrical workers’ union, local No. 8.

At the request of the union the nonunion man 
also was discharged. The strike was called 
when Supt. Jené Jensen refused to reinstate 
Heltzel. 

Harry Kemp and five other men, who were 
denied an injunction against the North and 
West Side Street Car Men’s union on May 19, 
filed a bond of $200 in the morning for dn 
appeal from Judge Walker's ruling.

TWO GUILTY OF HUGE THEFTS; 
PRISON FOR $1,105,000 STEAL. 


Pittsburg. Officials Lost Bank’s Money 
Trying ‘to Recover Funds Lost in the 
Leiter Deal in Chicago in 1897. 


Pittsburg. Pa., June 6.—For the embezzie- 
ment of $1.105.000 from the Farmers’ Deposit 
National bank, Henry Reiber and John 
Young, former paying teller and auditor, were 
sentenced today to serve ten years each in the 
penitentiary. 

“I have'nothing to say, except I am sorry 
to be here.” said Young. “ The affair started 
in @ small way and I had first lost all of my 
own money.” 

“I took the money first to help Mr. Young 
get his money back.”’ said Reiber. “I did not 
try to make any money for myself. After we 
lost we tried only to make up the deficit.”’ 

United States District Attorney Dunkle told 
the court that the abstractions had continued 
for about ten years, and the total shortage 
reached $1,105,000. Of this amount $520,000 
jad been taken since March, 1907. 

Attorney Ferguson, representing Reiber, 
told the court the shortage first started dur- 
ing the Leiter wheat deal in Chicago in 1897. 
Young began this speculation and lost $10,- 
000. In an effort to recoup this loss the defal- 
cation grew larger and about two years ago 
Young ceased stock operations and Reiber 

* became an active partner in the effort to 
make up the deficit.

They have been {vi- 
lowed by the school children and by prac- 
tically every able bodied man in the two 
townships. 

Every country road has been followed 
carefully and every bypath in the woods 
searched. Men stationed on the main high- 
ways have stopped and questioned every 
passing stranger in the hope that possibly 
some trace of the child might be uncovered 
or some suspicious character cornered who 
could account for her disappearance. 

Tomorrow, under the supervision of .the 
police, every available man will be drafted

Child Thought to Be Dead.

THREE. MISSING AFTER FIRE. 


Foul Air Overcomes Party and Only

Silverton, Colo., June 6.—Twenty-three 
men are miseing and may be dead in the Gold 
King mine at Gladstone as a result of the fire 
which destroyed the mine building Ilact 
night.

OPEN INQUIRY ON CAUSE. 


Officers of Fleet Will Place the 
. Blame, if Any One Is at 
Fault in Matter. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 6.—[Special,]—J. 
P. Carroll, fireman, died at the Angelus hos~ 
pital tonight as the result of injuries he re 
ceived when a boiler tube exploded on board 
the cruiser ‘Tennessee yesterday. He was 
the sixth man willed by the blast. The oth- 
ers were A. Reinhold, George Wood, G. W. 
Meek, BE. C. Boggs, and HE. J. Burns. 

five other seamen, C. Hays, Walter 8. 
Burns, H. Fitzgerald, S. Stamatis, and F. 
S. Maxfield are in the hospital sertously 
wounded. Maxfield's injuries are regarded 
as fatal. He wae burned and scalded from 
head to foot and is suffering from severe 
congestion of the lungs and respiratory or- 
gane caused by the inhalation of steam, 

The bodies of five of the victims of the 
disaster were buried in Harbor View ceme- 
tery today with military honors. The firet 
service, held on the deck of the Tennessee, 
was attended by the whole ship's crew. The 
service was remarkable for its simple tm- 
pressiveness and for the manifestations of 
grief by both officers and men from the ad- 
miral to the sailor of the lowest rank. 

The flags of all the vessels in the harbor, 
as well as these in the little city of San 
Pedro, floated at half mast throughout the 
ceremonies. 

A message was received from. President 


‘Rocsevek addressed to the commander in 


chief of the fleet, expressing his sympathy 
and concern over the accident. 


Board to Determine Cause. 


The official board of inquiry to determine | 


the cause of the explosion on the Tennessee 
é¢onvened on board the cruiser this after- 
noon. The board is composed of Capt. G. E. 
Fox of the South Dakota; Lieutenant Com- 
mander Offey, fleet engineer, and Lieut. 8. B. 
Baby, chief engineer of the South Dakota. 

The board began the hearing of the testi- 
mony of officers on the Tennessee and will 
also hear the stories of survivors from the 
fireroom. The members will also make a 
thorough inspection of the exploded boiler 
pipe and flreroom. 


The inquiry will last three or four daysand . 


the findings will be telegraphed to Washing- 
ton. The bureted tube will be replaced with 
a new one immediately, and the speed trial 
which was faterrupted by the accident will 
be resumed next Monday. It will not be nec- 
essary for the Tenmessee to go to the navy 
yard for repairs. 


Blame Must Be Decided. 

Washington, D. C., June 6—The cause of 
the accident on the cruiser Tennessee will 
be thoroughly examined into by a board of 
investigation or court of inquiry. 

Upon the results of this inquiry will depend 
the question whether any of the officers are 
responsible for the accident. It also will 
serve as a basis for any improvement of the 
machinery necessary to prevent a repetition 
of the accident. 

Several monte ago there was an accident 
to the boiler ma@chinery on the cruiser St. 
Louls while off the Pacific coast, caused by 
the unwelding of a water leg. This, how- 
ever, Was not as severe as the accident on 
the Tennessee, five men being badly scaided, 
but recovering after about ten days’ treat- 
ment in one of the hospitals on the coast. 

There have been a number of serious acci- 
dents to American vessels in recent years, 
but the officials claim that the number is 
smalier and the results jess serious than in 
foreign navies.

COUNCIL ACTS TOMORROW 


Sentiment for Co-operation of 
the Municipality with the 
Sanitary District. 


& 


Members of the (a council, some of whom 
have been reticent in expressing their views 
regarding the desirability of encouraging 
the sanitary district to bring its electric 
light and power into Chicago, yesterday 
flocked in numbers te the standard of the 
sanitary board. | 

Their expressions of approval, given in 
response to a letter sent out by the Citizens’ 
association, were taken by Secretary Shelby 
M. Singleton of the association to mean that 
the council, in considering the report which 
the finance committee will make tomorrow 
night on the subject, will take a favorable 
stand along the following lines: 


Hearty codperation of the city with the sanitary 
board with a view to giving the public the benefit 
of electric power generated by the sanitary district. 

Direction by the city, through the commtseioner 
of public works, as to where and how the power 
lines siiall come into the city. 

The use of the power which the district can turn 
over, first, for the benefit of taxpayers generally, 
and afterwarde for the supply of corporations, if 
there is any surplus. 

The council to exercieé the same control and 
regulation of thé stringing of wires and laying of 


' conduits as is now used towards the municipal 


lighting plants and the fire alarm systems. 
Thinks City Should Co-operate. 


Ald. Nicholas R. Finn of the Twentieth 
ward, a member of the finance committee, 
said: 

“The’city should eolperate actively with 
the view to enabling the sanitary district to 
dispose of its surplus electrical power, so far 
as can be done without relinquishing control 
of the streets and alleys, and of the placing 
of wires, poles,'and conduits intnem, I see 
no reason why the city should not construct 
the necessary transmision lines for the use 
of the sanitary district, at the expense of the 
latter, if it can be donelawfully. 

“If the santary district power is going to 
waste the waste should be stopped promptly, 
if that can be done without surrender of the 
city’s rights over the streets and alleys.” 

Ald. William J. Pringle of the Third ward, 
after advocating codperation of the city and 


construction of the necessary transmission 
lines by the city, at the district's expense. 

Ald. William F.. Lipps of the Twenty-sixth 
ward said that the sanitary district, in his 
opinion, is entitled to receive from the city 
‘at least as considerate treatment as is ac- 
corded any private corporation.” 


Waste Ought to Be Stopped. 

“Tf the water power developed at Lockport 
at an expense of $4,000,000 to taxpayers is 
naw being wasted at the rate of $1,000 a day, 
as the sanitary district officials say, it ought 
to be stopped immediately,”’ he added. 

Ald. James E. Evans of the Thirteenth 
ward said: ‘‘I will certainly vote for any or< 
dinance which will permit the city to get 
power for 2% cents a kilowatt instead of pay- 
ing 8 cents to a private corporation. The two 
municipalities ought to act in complete har- 
mon 

ie Lewis D. Sitts of the Seventeenth 
ward said: “ The city should give all possi- 
ble assistance to the sanitary district in fur- 
nishing light and reaching customers.”

NEW RABIES SERUM FOUND 


Scientist in Paris Is Perfecting 
Treatment for Severe Cases. 


IMMUNITY NOW POSSIBLE. 


Dr. Marie Develops Cure from Sheep 
Innoculated with Germ Killer. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, June 6.—Dr. Auguste Marie, chief 
of the Pasteur institute laboratory, has been 
experimenting for several years with the 
modified treatment for advanced cases of 
rabies, like that of Mr. Marsh of Brooklyn, 
and, although he was unwilling today to 
give the details of the results until he makes 
them known through the official source, he 
says they are most encouraging. With the 
Pasteur treatment, as used since its discov- 
ery in 1885 until now, full immunity is not 
reached until nearly five weeks after the 
first injection is given, the treatment lasting 
a minimum of eighteen days. In cases of 
severe bites on the face the disease may de- 
yelop in three weeks or even less. 


Sheep Made Immune. 


Dr. Marie has succeeded in obtaining froma 
sheep which had been immunized against the 
rables a serum, which, when mixed in cer- 
tain proportions with fresh virus of rabies, 
renders the later innocuous when injected 
into the bodies of animals and men. This 
mixture of virus and serum permits begin- 
ning the Pasteur treatment with the materia! 
which secures immunity much quicker than 
when the ordinary method is used. 


Serum Needed for Years. 


It is precisely what4has been needed for 
severe cases, and the results obtained within 
the last two years have amply fulfited Dr. 
Marie's hopes. Furthermore, the new form 
of treatment will be of great practical value 
in immunizing dogs, inasmuch as two in- 
jections rapidly make a dog immune against 
rabies, and this immunity lasts for a year 
or more.

DUMA REJECTS NAVAL BILL 


Ministry Crushingly Defeated on 
Building of Battleships. 


CZAR’S MARINE DENOUNCED. 


Wholesale Resignations May follow 
Expression of Lack of Confidence. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 6.—The duma 
tonight, by a vote of 194 to 78, administered a 
crushing defeat to the ministry in rejecting 
the proposed expenditure of $5,500,000 to lay 
the keels of four new battleships. The over- 
whelming opposition of the duma is tanta- 
mount to an expression of lack of confidence 
in the ministry. Wholesale resignations 
from the ministry of marine are expected. 

Debate on the naval budget continued fn 
the dumaailday. Premier Stolypin madea 
final effort to secure the appropriation 
though he was obliged to acknowledge tha 
he was speaking in a lost cause. M. Guchkoff, 
octobrist, and the other party leaders sup- 
ported the proposal that the appropriations 
be rejected. f 


Alexieff Called Evil Genius. 

M.. Guchkoff, who was applauded by the 
radicals and the conservatives, as wel! as 
by the octobrists, attacked former Viceroy 
Alexieff. by name, characterizing him as 
the evil genius who was mainly responsible 
for the disasters sustained in the Russo- 
Japanese war. Not only had he not been 
punished, M. Guchkoff said, but he was toddy 
a member of the council of the empire and 
had a voice in deciding naval questions. 
Continuing, M. Guchkoff alluded to the recent 
report that Alexieff was to be appointed 
minister of marine, saying he had been un- 
able to obtain an unequivocal denial of this 
rumor. Reform in the ministry of marine 
had not yet been accomplished in spite of 
the orders issued by Emperor Nicholas and 
the lavish’ promises of the government. and 
thp refusal of funds to build battleships was 
the only means of forcing a liquidation of 
the affairs of the old naval régime. 


Demapds Inquiry of Admiralty. 

In conclision M. Guchkoff demanded the 
appointment of a commission to investigate 
the conditions in the admiralty and the fleet 
and to report to the emperor and the duma. 

Premier Stolypin made no attempt to pal- 


| liate the offenses of the so-called “ Tsu- 


shima’’ ministry, but he said the higher 
personnel of the ministry had been entirely 
changed since the war and that a full re- 
organization of the department was soon to 
be executed. Thanks to the existence of 
the duma, the old evile could not be re- 
peated. The refusal of the appropriations, 
he said, would leave the country wholly 
Gefenselese at sea and deprive officers and 
men Of an opportunity to get training on 
modern vessels, ag well as paralyze all prog- 
ress in the navy.

Barriers to Jew’s Advance.

FEAST ON THE DEAD MEN. 


In the Lake Victoria Archipelago 
Live Men and Women Are 
Buried with Dead Chiefs.

Ukerewe Island, Lake Victoria, May 1.— 
Away out here in the heart of East Africa,’ 
100 miles below the equator, on the biggest 
island in Victoria Nyanza, I find an American 
acting as boss. He is the only white manon- 
the island and he has surrounding him some- 
thing like 25.000 natives. He-came out to 
Africa expecting to make a fortune In gold 
mining and ivory, but the mines did not pay 
and the elephants were scarce, and:so he set- 
tled down out here in the wilds, His business 
ig that of a woodcutter and he has a gpnces- 
sion to furnish fuel for the lake st€amers. 
Ukerewe is densely wooded and this man has 
a big gang of blacks cutting down trees and 
earrying the wood to the shore. His home is 
a double hut away off by itself, a half mie 
from the nearest village, and not far from 
the little wooden pier at which our steamer 
is lying. It is made of cané and thatch and 
has only two rooms, with a passageway 
through the center. There are several! other 
huts at the back, which are occupied by his 
servants. The villages in which his men live 
are not faraway. This man’s name is Henry 
Seifert. He ts about 30 years of age and is 
well dressed and good looking. He is intelli- 
gent, but he seems to like his life out here 
among the savage people. He tells me he ts 
paid somuch for every hundred cubic feet of 


‘wood furnished and that his job is a profita- 


bie one. He says that he has had but Httle 
trouble with the natives, and as I went 
about with him over the island I could see 
that they bowed down to him everywhere. 


On the Island of Ukerewe. 

The island of Ukerewe is the largest in 
Lake Victoria.’ The lake is spotted with-is- 
lands. They run all around the shores, and 
there are several large archipelagoes. One 
of these is the Buvuma islands, which fringe 
Napoleon gulf, out of which flows the great 
river Nile. Another is the Sesse group at 
the northwest, lying south of Entebbe and 
running south and almost to German East 
Africa, and a third fs this Ukerewe group 
away down at the southeast 'n the German 
territory. 

I came here from Mwanga, the chief fort!- 
fied station of the German government in 
this part of the world, and our steamer 
coasted the island for a long distance be- 
fore we landed. Ukerewe is more tropical 
than any other part of the lake. The isiand 
is fringed with banana plantations and dense 
forests cover its hills. There are many 
villages along the shores, and I am told that 
the population all told is about 25,000. The 
blacks, who go almost naked. 
They wear nothing but goatskins or bits.of 
bark cloth, which are tied over their shoul- 
ders and around the waist. Some heve a 
heart shaped apron of goatskin in front and 
behind, and others wear aprons of whole 
skins which fall to the knees. The men 


sometimes pull such aprons around behind } 


them when they sit, so that they serve as 
cushions. 

They have pronounced negro features. 
with thick lips and flat noses. Their hair 
is woolly where it is left to grow, but in 
most cases a part of the head is shaved close. 


Some of the men cut off all the wool except- 


ing a lock on the crown, which they tie up 
in banana fibers so that it stands like a 
horn, straight up on the head. Others shave 
the head in spots. 

Only a few of the people have jewelry. 
They are too poor to buy the costly brass and 
iron wire which are so much worn on the 
mainland. I saw one woman who had on 
‘an ivory bracelet, and a man who wore an 


_ ‘anklet composed of a section of‘ivory tusk 


hollowed out. Others had bits of bones and 
giass beads tied to their hair. Nearly all 
were sineared over with grease, and such as 
had hair had so covered it with oil that the 
odor was pronounced. 


In Ukerewe Village. 


The villages are composed of rude huts 
made of cane and poies and covered with 
grass. They have doors at the front so low 
thet one has to stoop to go in. Over some 
of the doors are iron bells. -which are hung 
there so that if an evil spirit comes in it 
will bump its head against the bell and warn 
the owners and perhaps be scared away. 
The people are superstitious. They believe 
in devils of a!! Kinde and witch dectors. They 
have little idols before which they pray and 
a part of their religion in a worship of snakes.. 
There are many poisonous reptiles here, but 
ithe natives will not kill them ner drive them 
out of their huts; and they are said to con- 
sider death by the bite of a snake a sure pass- 
vort to heaven. 

Ukerewe island has dense forests which 
are just filled with monkeys. They chattered 
at ws out of the branches as we walked 
through the woods, scampering away as we 
pointed our guns at them. There are also 
many hippopotami here. They live all along 
the shores and go from there back into the 
country. They are sometimes trapped in 
pitfalls and then harpooned by the natives. 
Mr.-Selfert teJis me that there is a herd of 
eleven elephants in this part of the island, 
but that the German government has made 
it a penalty to shoot them and they are not 
molested. 

One Beautiful Group. 


I wish I could show you some of these 


‘ Islands about which I have been traveling 


for the last few months. Kavirondo gulf is 
separated from the lake by a fringe of 
islands, and it was at these we stopped on 
our way out from Port Florence. In going 
to Ripon Falls and the source of the Nile 
we passed through. the Buvuma islands and 
We spent some time in the Sesse archipelago 
as we sailed southward into German East 
Africa. The largest group of islands in 
Lake Victoria is the Sesse, ghich belong to 
Great Britain, and next to“them are the 
Buvuma islands, also British, which He at 
the north of the lake, making a series of big 
stepping stones almost across Napoleon gulf. 

The Buvuma islands are beautiful. At 


e distance they might be taken for some 


of the Thousand islands of the St. Law- 
rence. Some of them are covered with grass, 
and others are high and well wooded. 
Buvuma island, which is the chief of the 
group, is shaped Hke an octopus. It has a 
center about 2,000 féet high, and from this 
great green tentacles branch cut into the sea. 
Tt is not unlike the Island of Celebes in shape. 
This island Is fertile, and it has a large popu- 
dation. Its people live in thatched huts, each 
of which ends in a steeple bound around 
with g-ass. The shores are covered with 
banana plantations, and the houses shine 
Uke silver out of the green. The Buvuma 
natives are much like the Basogas, who 
live on the mainiand about the source of 
the Nile, not far away. They dress in bark 
cloth. and the women often wear only 
fringes of banana leaves, which are tied to 
« @ cord about the waist. 
wives with cattle, and every man has as 
many wives as he can afford.. When a man 


dies his wiver become the property of his 


sone The only excention is the real mother, 
whe it never given io her own son, but often 
to an uncle or the father's brother.

ple are good fishermen, and they have well 
made canoés. They manufacture them from 
trees of soft wood, cutting the logs into - 
boards and then tying the boards together 
with leather thongs and calking them. 
Some such boats will hold 100 men. In olden 
times, it is safd, certain kings of the Sesse 
group had as many as 400 canoes. 


They Eat Dead Men. 

It is on the Sesse islands that the secret 
society of the Bachichi, who have the custom 
of eating dead human beings, is believed to 
have its head, and at present.all who die there 
are watched by their relatives for eight days 
to prevent their being se consumed. A sim- 
flar custom exists in Uganda, and also along 
the upper shores of Lake Tanganyika. I 
met a German trader during my stay at 
Mwanza, who had just returned after a long 
march from.Tanganyika. During this trip 
he went from Ujiji, at the center of the lake, 


some time with the natives. He tells methat 
the people of the different villages there are 
closly related, and that when a man dies his 
family at once send word to their relatives of 
the neighboring villages to come and take 
possession of the body. They do so and-then 
prepare a feast, of which the dear departed is 
the piece de resistance. The body is cut up 
and roasted over the fire or boiled with 
bananas in an-earthen pot. No one of the 
village to which the man belonged ts allowed 
to join in the horrible feast, and the family 
of the dead are not allowed to be present. 
Such bodies are taken away 'in the daytime, 
soon after death, and the procession carrying 
them is one of four men, who use a sack for 


These people are called the Manyema, and 
until recently they have accompanied the 
burial of their chiefs with human sacrifices, 
ten living women being buried in each grave 
The legs of the women were broken at the 
knees and their arms at the elbows and they 
were then laid flat in the grave with the dead 
body of the chief on top of them. After this 
ten live men whose arms and legs had been 
broken in the same way were placed over the 
top of the chief, and the grave was then filled 


J. F. Cunningham, a fellow of the Royal 
Geographic society of London. 

My German friend told me that the officials 
about Lake Tankanyika have been trying to 
stop the practice of eating the dead, but that 
the natives are superstitious in regard to it, 
and that it still goes on. 

An Island of the Dead. 

It was shortly after leaving the Sesse 
isiands that our ship coasted the shores of 
the Island of the Dead, which Hes almost 
opposite the German military station of 
Bukoba. It is a little rocky mass, covering 
but a few acres, which rises out of the lake 
almost straight upward for several hundred 
feet. There is a bluff at one a'‘d and in this 
there are caves which the natives from the 
mainiand use as their burial vaults. They 
bring the bodies over in canoes and lay 
them away in the caves to rest. 

Farther, back in the country the Bazibas, 
as these people are called, have public ceme- 
teries, in which they bury their chiefs in an 
odd way. As to the ordinary people, when 
they pass away, they are wrapped in bark 
cloth* and are: placed in deep graves, after 
which a tree is planted. over each ‘to mark 
his resting place. The chiefs are buried, 
sitting or standing, in holes in the ground. 
The body is so placed that when the earth 
has been thrown back the head still remains 
above the surface, the man being buried up 
to the neck as it were. Sometimes an earth- 
enware pot is placed over the head to pro- 
tect it, but usually there is no covering of 
any. kind. Sentries are set to watch the 
grave night and day for a) period of two 
months. A hrother of the dead man comes 
to the grave once every day to see that the 
wateh is properly kept. and that the head 
doesnot suffer from the attacks of birds, 
wild beasts, or even of the domestic animals , 
belonging to the village. At the end of the 
watching the head is buried and a new chief 
is elected. : 

Graves of the Baganda. 

Isaw graves everywhere during my travels 
in Uganda. .The people bury the dead in 
their gardens, and a common place of burial 
is at the corner or fn front of the hut. Some- 
times a house is built for the mourners, out- 
side the family of the deceased. The mourn- 
ing usually lasts a month and at the end of 
that time all disperse and go to their homes. 

Graves of this kind are usually in the 
banana bushes and they are often covered 
with dried grass or banana fibers. The 
corpse is washed with banana pulp squeezed 
from the stem of the plant and is wrapped 
up in bark cloth. 

The Buvuna islanders bury their dead in 
much the same way, and they also erect 
shelters over them. These are baby huts 
in which the spirits are supposed to live; they 
are renewed from time to time when in 
need of repairs. The graves are -often 
marked by planting trees over them. 

The Basukumas, among whom I traveled 
about the lower part of Lake Victoria, bury 
their dead in cattle hidés. The body Is 
wrapped up in the skin of an animal, just 
killed, and the grave is dug right in the cen- 
terofthecowyard, The poor men, who have 
no cattle, and women arid boys are often 
buried ‘fh leaves in the same locality. At the 
same time the meat ofthe slaughtered beast 
is roasted and eaten at the wake; and the 
funeral, if that of a big man, ends in all grow- 
ing drunk over banana beer, which they suck 
through straws from their gourd steins. 


VIENNA QUIZ OF ZU EULENBURG. 


Testimony Taken Regarding Actions of 
Prince While Ambassador at 
the Austrian Capital. 


VIENNA, June 6.—At the request of the 
Berlin judicial authorities investigating the 
perjury charges against Prince Philip zu 
Eulenburg, a Viennese judge today opened 
an inquiry into the actions of the prince while 
he was German ambassador here. Testi- 
mony was given by Princess Pauline Metter- 
nich, various officials of the German ‘em- 
basey, and some employés of the late Baron 
Nathaniel Rothschild. Baron Habrde, presi- 
dent of the municipal police department 
when Prince zu Eulenburg was ambassador, 
4nformed the judge he had never heard any- 
thing unfavorable about the prince’s be- 


havior.

‘Berlin I found distinctly curious and 
well informed about American plays. The- 
atrical managers there are willing to turn 
over theaters to me for a definite period each 
season. 

“It is my intention to present. plays on 
this continental tour in English and also in 
German and French wherever I attain to 
success. My plan is to present not adapta- 
tions, which are seldom good, but plays re- 
written as well as translated by recognized 
continental playwrights. 


Decline in German Drama. 

“It may be of interest to state that in such 
cases the royalties will be divided betweep 
the author and the foreign translators. I 
think drama in the English language should 
take the place in the world that the French 
drama and the German opera now hold. It 
should be given not only in English but in 
other great tongues, and my desire and in- 
tention is to start our drama toward the 
goal it deserves to reach.”’ 

In German drama, Frohman says, there 
has been a marked decline for several years, 
and the production of new plays of mark by 
recognized playwrights is not yielding 
much.. No new marked talent is appearing, 
he asserts, and only in musical plays of a 
light orde,; are the Germans continuing to 
produce good work.

American: General Talks of the 
Struggle in Moroceo. 


FANATICS STRENUOUS FOE. 
Says Philippines ‘Are Pacified and 


Progress Is Marked. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 

LONDON, June 6.—Gen. Leonard Wood, 
with his wife and children, is homeward 
bound from the Philippines and is spending 


ing his headquarters in Switzerland, whence 
the general is visiting other European states 
and studying unofficially the recent develop- 
ments of arms and tactics of military forces. 

At the present moment he is in England, 
where he fs welcomed as well as remembered 
as the colonel of the Rough Riders so gen- 
erally admired by Britona While Gen. Wood 
is unwilling for diplomatic reasons to express 
publicly his impressions of the comparative 
developments of the rival armies of the great 
powers, he did not hesitate to speak of the 
French war of no quarter now progressing 
in Morocoo. 

Points Out France’s Problem. ' 

“Wer with the Mohammedans is always 
difficult business,” He said, ‘as their fanati- 
cism leads them to any measureg.for the 
purpose of accomplishing the death of Chris- 
tians, or, as they callus, infidels. I remem- 
ber an incident in our own campaign against 
the Moros. One man, shamming death, lay 
on the battlefield, his face covered, as is the 
custom, with a white cloth. He jumped to 
his feet at the moment our troops were pass- 
ing and drove a spear through the nearest 
man. They would attack a Red Crosg nurse 
attempting to bind up their wounds. Time 
after time we asked them to surrender and 
the reply always was, ‘We have orders 
from our holy men; come on and fight.’ Nor 
would they send their women out of the 
range of fire, The women wear bloomers, 
like mén, and’ often are armed, while the 
men are only distinguishable by their long 
hair. 

I will give you an instance significant of 
the uifficulty of abstaining from killing the 
women. One of our soldiers, accused of 
shooting women, replied, ‘ Well, a woman is 
just Hke a man to me when she comes at me 
with a spear.” The French task, I am sure, 
is not easy.’’ 

Peaceful in Philippines. 


Gen. Wood said he left the Philippines after 
eight years’ service, and was glad to say that 
every_isiand was peaceful. Even the Mo- 
hammedan Moros are submissive, though 
they, after centuries of life under unjust law, 
are growing superstitious. Their adjust- 
ment to the doctrine of justice necessarily 
would be slow, hut it is not anticipated 
there will be further trouble. 

Under the new Philippines shipping laws, 
which will fix rates of transportation by 
coasting vessels in return for a guarantee. 
of a certain revenue, trade steadily is im- 
proving throughout the islands. Formerly 
planters in remote parts were at the mercy 
of trading ships. 

Many Americans Theres. 

There is a steady influx of Americans, but 
not in great numbers. There is difficulty in 
obtaining sufficient schoo) teachers and men 
for government positions, due to the uncer- 
tainty of civil service. The increase over 
salaries in America averaging 25 per cent, 
seems hardly sufficient inducement to leave 
home and cross 10,000 miles of ocean. Like- 
wise the uncertainty of future government 
policy prevents investors going to the Phil- 
ippines when opportunities always are pre- 
senting themselves in America. Not many 
Australians and other white men are enter- 
ing the islands, but there is a certain num- 
per of Japanese and other Mongolians, In- 
cluding Coreans, none of whom hesitate to 
intermarry with Filipinos.

Dear- 
born won with 138 feet 11 inches, with Sheri- 
dan 4% inches behind. , 

Lightbody Loses Records. 

Two famous records, held by Lightbody of 
Chicago, the’ 800 meter and the 1,500 meter 
events, were s@Nt turfibling in such easy 
fashion as to léave little doubt America will 
figure in the Olympic meet against the Eng- 
lish stars. .Melvin Sheppard first displaced 
the 800 meter mark by two séconds in 1:54. 
Halstead of Cornell, the intercollegiate mile 
champion, was responsible for the other new 
figures when he led home a fast field by a 
great sprint in 4:01%. 

The other new Olympic recérds were the 
Greek style discus in 116 feet 7% Inches by 
Martin Sheridan, and the 3,200 meter stee- 
plechase by Eisele of New York A. C., in

Evil of Night Work Shown. 

The evil of night labor, argues Owen R. 
Lovejoy of the national child labor commit- 
tee, is intensified by the abnormal tempera- 
ture of the factory; and this from both the 
physical and the moral point of view. Dur- 
ing the rush hours, when all is exciternent 
and hurry, many @ burly man curses his little 
helper in language bound to leave a dark 


impress on the plastic mind and to stain hig, 


imagination. 


In many glass houses it is said one rarely: 


finds the child of a glase blower. One man 
who-had worked all hie life in the glass 
house said: 

“T woulé rather send my boys straight to 
hell than by way of the glass house.’’ 

The menace to the physical well being of 
the child Mr. Lovejoy indicates as equally 
grievous. Irregular hours of labor and rest 
are undermining to the mature constitution, 
but far more so to the undeveloped, rapidly 
growing boy. And when this irregular em- 
ployment is pursued in an excessive heat 
which first stimulates and then stupefies, 
sending the boy home at 2:30 to 4:80 in the 
morning, through the raw, damp night, the 
evil is intensified. One mother expressed 
the sentiments of many others in saying, 
“When Charley works on the night shift he 
hasn't any appetite.”

Boys Only Ones Available. 


It is said by some glass manufacturers 
that the efficiency of the.“ shop " depends on 
the boys, since they are used for work that 
men cannot or will not do, because they labor 
at wages adequate for boys’ work, but too 
small to induce men to work. One manufac- 
turer said that several of the best houses in 
Pennsylvania would be compelled to close 
were the age limit for children raised from 
18 to 14 yeara. 

His prophecy, however, has not been ful. 
filled. For since the enactment of such a law 
the industry has increased in Pennsylvania 
in a marked degree. And many prominent 
manufacturers assert that the introduction 
of modern machinery and automatic devices 
hag changed modern factory requiremente to 
such an extent that it can truthfully be said 


that, as a rule, the glase factory of today .

The. auditor of one of the largest glass 
manufacturing concerns in America, a com- 
pany which does not employ child labor, ob- 
served that, “‘ When you consider the ease 
with which steel and iron are handled in the 
great factories, and then watch the little 
boys carrying hot glass in the bottle houses, 
it looks extremely crudé. There le a whole 
lot of this work which could be as well done 
by machinery.”

Help Extended to Mines. 

A good deal of relief hag come through 

machinery and legislation for the child la- 


borer in the coal mines also. Various esti- - 


mates have been given of the number of 
boys under 14 and under 16 years employed in 
and about the hard coal mines of Pennsy!l- 
vania. 

The figures have ranged from 6,000 to 
12,000 under 14 years, according to Owen 
R. Lovejoy, whose own estimates, based on 
personal investigation, reached about 12,800, 
although by the state laws no child under 
14 years of age may be employed at any 
labor at a coal mine He telis of one bredker 
boss whe smiled significantly as he said 
to him: 

“Tt’'s queer how all these little fellows 
who have come to us this spring are just 
14 and were all born on the lst of May.” 
Through the perjury of their parents and 
the “pathetic greed” of the notaries pub- 
lic, infants who confeas to visitors their real 
ages of 9, and 10, and 11 secure the requisite 
certificates for entering the mines, where 
they are used principally in the breakers. 
Pictures of little children toiling under heavy 
burdens and in noisome channels in coal 
tines are of the past, thanks to an awak- 
ened humanity and improved machinery. 
The chief duties of the few small boys who 


‘work inside the hard coa} mines today are as 


mulé Grivers, spraggers, and gate tenders.

Many Lads as Gate Tenders. 

Probably a larger percentage of boys are 
employed inside the mines In the Wyoming 
valley than tm other parts of the region be- 
cause the gaseous condition of the mines 
in that region requires many doors to regu- 
late the air currents. 

Im the coal breaker Mr. Levejoy found 
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the principal employment of the boya was in 
picking slate from the coal. Seated on a 
board laid across the chute in which the 
coal comes pouring down from the heavy 
cylinders where it was dumped by the mine 
cars to be broken into sizes the little boy 
regulates the flow of coal by the position of 
his feet in the chute and picke ott the slate 
and rock as the coal runs past. 

In the breakers where the coal is cleaned 
Gry, the cloud of dust is se dénse that light 
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cannot penetrate and even in bright days tne 
breaker boys are compelled to wear mine 
lamps in their little caps to enable them to 
see the coal at their own feet. On sultry 
Gays the dust cloud ie often seen hanging 
like a pall above the great coal breaker fer 
an hour after the work of the day is done. 
Many coal breakerse in the anthracite re- 
gion no longer clean the coal dry, but have 
introduced cleaning machinery and the wet 
process which greatly improvee the cendi- 


gons of labor for the breaker boys. That 
all coal breakers might introduce these im- 
provements is generally conceded by coal 
operators. The improvements have been 
made, however, only in portions of the coal 
region in which the coal is so dirty as to ren- 
der dry cleaning impossible. 


. s&s 

Man Could Do the Work. 
While the labor of young boys is most con- 
venient in this department of the process 


of preparing eoal for market, there is noth- 
ing in the nature of the work itself which 
makes it impossible for a larger boy or a 
man. It ils only because of the economy in 
wages that child labor is so greatly pre- 
ferred to the work of men, although the 
young boy appears to endure the labor of 
sitting bent over a coal chute al! day with less 
fatigue, and can work at a speed alleged 
to be greater than that of the man. 

To sit all day over a dusty coal chute fixing 
the mind solely on the distinction between a 
piece of coal and a piece of rock or slate, and 
in the close company of a group of boys free 
from the restraints of home or school, is a 
kind of life for a 9 year old boy which so 
taints many of them by vicious habits that 
a maturity of virtue and intelligence is rend- 
ered almost impossibie. He is exposed to all 
the rough usage and hardening surroundings 
which characterize a form of labor requiring 
a maximum of manual and a minimum of 
mental exertion. 

* » 


Physical Danger * et So Great. 

The physical dangers, however, of life in 
the breakers, Mr. Lovejoy: believes, have 
been exaggerated. Although occasionally a 
little boy is run over by u coal car or kicked 
to death by a mule, or fatally injured by a 
piece of falling slate, and, although the little 
fellows are sometimes ground in the large 
crushers that break the coal, caught in the 
wheels, or other machinery, or buried in a 
stream of coal, such accidents occur rarely 
in the regular routine of the boy’s duties. 

Boys working in the coal mines are thought 
to suffer no oftener from injury than is the 
case in otherindustries A comparison of the 
factory inspectors’ reports in several states 
shows a notable uniformity in the percent- 
ages of accidents. In the textile mills, foun- 
dries, steel and fron mills, glass houses, and 
machine shops employing children, in’pro- 
portion to the number of children employed, 
accidents to children under 16 years of age 
are from 250 to 300 per cent more frequent 
than to adults. 

“These unfeeling figures present a terrible 
arraignment of our industrial system. The 
animals and the savages take special pre- 
cautions to safeguard the young, but civil- 
ised society throws them into the face of 
danger,”’ says the report. 

“ The coal deposits are rich beyond present 
computation, but the humen life is more 
valuable. Coal is not essential to us. There 
are substitutes. There is no éubstitute for 
manhood. rd fuel will keep the fires burn- 
ing on the tion’s altars save virtue, in- 
telligence, and industrial efficiency.” .

Pitiful Scenes in Cotton Mills. 

Among the most pitiful of infant workers is 
the cotton mill operative of the southern 
states. In 1880 there were 667,000 spindles 
in the south. In 1900 there were over 7,000,- 
900; now there are over 9,000,000. And the 
industry ie going forward by leaps and 
pounds. In 1904 there were twice as many 
cotton manufacturing establishments of all 
kinds as in 1900. 

Considerably over a quarter of a million 
operatives are employed in the southern cot- 
ton mills, and of these only 80 per cent are 


How I Went Broke in Chicago with Money in My Pocket. 
By Ethan Viall. 


ROKE in Chicago with a Twenty Dol- 
lar William! 
Broke in Chicago with one of Uncle 
Sam's postofiice promises to pay me 
$20! 

It might as well have been a clearing house 
certificate on the island of Bong Bong. 

I had been in Peoria for some time when 
I received an urgént request from the man- 
ager of a large machine shop in Chicago to 
go there and take a series of photographs 
and write a description of a special and com- 
plicated machine that they were just putting 
together.

A week passed and I had not finished my 
work—eight, nine, ten days—and the money: 
I had brought with me was down to a nickel, 
and I was several days behind in room rent 
at the hotel, with the prospect of at least 
two days’ more work, but I didn’t worry any, 
for I still had that §20 money order. However, 


I had to have cagh for car fare and restaurant 
meals, so late in the afternoon I went down 
to the big government building, and after 
chasing around on the main floor for a while 
I found my way to the money order office on 
the fourth floor. 

I presented my money order to the clerk, 
who asked me if there was any one there who 
could identify me, and when I told him no, 
he asked me if I had anything about me to 
identify myself. I pulled out a handful of 
letters, which he glanced at and told me were 
satisfactory and directed me to a desk op- 
posite the window, with inetructione to sign 
my name in the proper space at the bottom 
of the order. 

Thie I did and returned to him, and he 
picked up two $10 bills and started to give 
them to me, but stopped suddenly and ex~- 
elaimed: a 

“ Why, this ip payable in Peoria! °’ 

“Well, that’s news to me,” sald I. “TI 
thought a postoffice money order was pay- 
able at any postoffice.” 

“No, sir, it is not—only at the office to 
which it is sent,”’ he replied.

No Friend to Lend a Dollar. 

I was familiar with every nook and cranny 
in Chicago, but there wasno one tn the whole 
town that I cared to go to with a hard luck 
story and I couldn't draw on the firm I was 
doing work for untfl I was through with the 
job without injuring my standing with them. 

Verious schemes floated through my bead 
only to be rejected. Had I been absolutely

A few months ago I went over to see a 
wealthy business man whose pay rolls num- 
ber men.and women by tens of thousands.

Hand Worker Holds Own Against Machine. 


By Frank Warner. 


N an age when automatic machinery bas 

made such wide invasion of the field of 

work once occupied by the worker and 

the cunning human hand, it may be re- 

freshing to recall some of the mechanical 
arts that still are in possession of the hand 
and its directing brain. 

How long some of these arts may remain 
to the hand worker would be difficult to 
guess upon. In the last dozen years the 
automatic machine has made such inroads 
upon the field of the hand as to cause doubt 
in the mind of the worker as to his tenure of 
hfe. But here and there the builder of the 
automatic machine has balked, even in the 
midst of a shop full of automatic machinery. 

Over on the west side of Chicago is one 
of the most striking instances possible in 
the apparent limitations of the machine. One 
of the specialties of the manufactory is a 
gasoline lamp which admits:of piping the 
gas through a house and burning it from 
jets just as common illuminating gas is dis- 
tributed through a city home, An auto- 
matic machine takes a billet of brass*com- 
pound and when it is done with it the weight” 
of the billet is represented by almost a mile’s 
length of tiny tubing which has not a flaw 


in it.

Gas Burners Drilled by Hand. 


Another automatic machine takes bits of 
brass and drops a finished section of fhe 
lamp at the rate of two a second, with only. 
a machine tender to see that the metal is 
supplied. All around are ithese automatic 
machines, dropping. their polished, finished 
specialties into receptacles ready for the 
workman who is to assemble them into a 
completed burner. But from one of these 
machines from which falle a peculiarly dif- 
ficult little bit of metal ingenuity a boy is 
busy carrying the pféduct to workmen seat- 
ed at benches, on each of which revolves a 
minute drill. These are the metal tips for 
the burners and would appear to the un- 
for automatic ma- 
chinery. 

But the one thing the attomatic ma- 
chine will not do is drill the hole for the 
jet of gas. One-five thousandth of an inch 
is the diameter of this hole and above all it 
must be drilled absolutely straight at right 
angies to the surface of the burner. No 
builder of an automatic machine has been 
willing to tackle the job and the human 
hand must hold the metal to the drill point, 
& work. which insures the expert a high 


salary. : 


employés had worked later than usual, ow-

Five thousand employés who couldn’ t stop 
to rest because they had to work to live and 
one man who couldn't stop to rest because he 
had to live to work. This seems to be the 
answer. 

With this study of this one problem of the 
working world in my mind I caught an em- 
phasized interest in a news story cabled the 
other day from Europe. My tired million- 
aire was resting for the summer on the con- 
tinent, where he had goined his family for 
thrée months. And the next day came the 
news that while on an automobile trip an 
accident to the machine had résulted in his 
going to a hospital for treatment. 

What of that? one may ask. Accidents will 
happen, and at least he was spending a sum- 
mer in Europe. 

Yes, but he had to go to Europe to get the 
rest he needed—to Europe, or Asia, or South 
Africa—for to have remained in the United 
States would have been impossible if he were 
to rest. He had to get away, and in getting 
away he had to maintain the standards of

Gold Beaters Must Have Skill. 


Today gold leaf is beaten by hand just as 
it was centuries ago. As-the sheets become 
thinner the judgment df the man who strikes 
the beater’s blow becomes more and more 
imperative, The blow must fall at the right 
force in absolutely the right place, and only 
a directing intelligence can assure this. No 
two sheets of the metal work exactly alike, 
and a wrong blow spoils the work. And 
only the human hand ean pack the sheets 
when they are finished. : 

In the cutlery shops turning out the best 
carvers, knives, and razors the man at the 
anvil holds his own with the skill of years 
in the strokes of hig hammer. He is with- 
out gauging tools and patterns. He has the 
hot steel in his tongs and his hammer beats 
out with lightning strokes the shapes of the 
edged tools that are to be. 

When the forged shapes are done they go 
to the hand workman in the grinding rooms, 
where only the most primitive grinders are 
used. Inventions have helped the grinder to 
hold the steel which he must sharpen and 
polish, but his brain and the skill of his 
hand are necessary in order that the finished 
product shall hold to the reputation of his 
house. 

We are familiar with the figure of the 
cigar maker working behind the plate wall 
of a show window merely that the evidence 
of human handiwork im the cigar product 
shall be undoubted, To some extent the nia- 
chine has taken the place of the cigar maker, 
but the machined cigar never will be popular 
for the reason that the machine cannot 
meke a hand made oe:

A number of years ago I heard the‘ late 


President Harper of the University of Chica- 
go address a convention of teachers, He be- 
gan thus: ** What is a teacher's first duty?’ 
A pause, then: “A teacher's first duty Is 
to increase her salary.’ This caused a ripple 
of amusement, but he was in earnest.and 
proved it. Sie made a strong point of getting 
everybody on your side, by establishing a 
personal relatiomwith them. 

“ Ask the pupils for some little persdnal 
favors instead of always doing things for 
them. Ask advice on subjects outside of 
your work of the parents. Use the same 
tactics with the trustees as far as possible, 
do your work well, and you will succeed.” 

I was a student then, but not long after- 
wards went into business life. My first place 
was a discouraging one for a beginner. I 
was left severely alone to grope my way 
around as best I might. Not having a great 
deal to do, I offered help to others, which 
was sometimes accepted, but I was never 
offered any help in return. I could see no 
way to advdnce. When I thought of Dr. 
Harper's advice to teachers and resolved to 
try it. 

I began slowly, using all the tact I pos- 
sessed, always seeking the psychological 
moment for preferring my requests. I mod- 
estly asked advice from the boss to the office 
boy, and on every subject from the choice 
of pens to the way of doing my hair. Witbin 
two months’ time I was a “‘' nice little thing 
who desired to get on.’’ In course of time I 
was well recommended to a place where there 
was a chance to ddvance rapidly, which I 
have continued to do, using the old tactics 
when necessary. |

I added that 
I had been receiving $12 a week, but that I 
would start at $8 as I was confident that I 
would be able to earn more in a short time. 
I gave Mr. Smith as reference and inclosed a 
letter of recommendation that I had received 
from a previous employer. 

The manager of the department’ must have 
thought he had a new victim from the coun- 
try, for he replied at once that he would 
give me a trial on the conditionsstated in my 
letter. When this letter reached me I went 
to Mr. Smith, who was quite busy at the time, 
and told him I would have to resign my posi- 
tion. He gave mea bad look and asked me 
what was the matter. I then showed him 
the letter and told him that good. jobs were. 
scarce and I could not afford to mise an op- 
portunity and would like to start to Chicago 
the following Sunday. He said he would 
give me $10 extra to stay twe weeks niote, 
and I replied that I could not accept that, as 
the Chicago job would be gone by that time. 
I would stay {f he would give me a raise of $4 
for the next six months. This he granted,.and 
I was nearly prostrated, but I recovered suf- 
ficiently to go to work again.

Coat for the Costume. 

The coats are fashioned at the sides, short 
in front to the waist, reaching to the bottom 
‘In leng tails behind. Any shape is acceptable 
that makes a woman look a little more 
slender. Colors are combined in an endless 
variety of ways and there are so many new 
shades one would need a dictionary of col- 
ors. There is no longer a simple pink; it Is 
now shrimp, coral, laurier, rosewood, or 
ajacon. Other shades are beda, rose of the 
Alps, or parot. Green is no longer green, 
but Volga, ueger reseda, bronze, myrtle, em- 
erald, or Uava. 

Aurora borealis colors are the newest for 
evening dresses. The changeable shades are 
obtained by many layers of mousseline de 
sole, one placed over the other to get a flash- 
dng kaleidoscopic effect—berge over pale 
blue, apricot over faint rose, moidore over 
emerald, 

These clinging materials give a serpentine 
effect to the figure. The bodices are now as 
strange as the waist. They are being ab- 
breviated considerably to ge the added 
length to the skirt. In spite of thefr short 
lines they are being loaded down with trim- 
mings. The most unusual are made with the 
seamless, down drooping shoulder, and the 
modest sieeve made demi-long, loose, or 
tight fitting, according to the taste of the 
wearer. Tiny wreaths of ribbon flowers out- 
line the waist, wide, supple ribbons are 


placed brelette fashion over the shoulders \ 


hanging almost to the feet. Sashes and gir- 
dles are of every conceivable pattern, wide, 
narrow, of silk or velvet, but usually made 
long and gathered at the ends in a point and 
trimmed with fringe. The Bayadere ‘sash, 
tightly girted in the front, is extremely pop- 
ular because it tends to make women look 
smaller.

Straight Tunics Are Odd. 

Unusual though the bodices and girdles are 
they are common place compared with the 
skirts. Odd are the stolelike straight tunics 
made of filet or coarse net, with neck and 
sleeves wrought in silk, gold, or embroidery. 
These are worn over skirts of satin or mous- 
geline de sole even indoors, not for a jacket 
but as a trimming for the skirt. Some of the 
foldeé tunics are set over skirts of flowered 
lace. Other chic skirts are made with long 
straight tunice slashed in the dides, over an 
ornate panel. Some of them flow away 
vaguely in a cascade drapery held by buttons 
ef metal or incrusted with fine gems. 

Another unusual skirt model is a reception 
gown made of fine dotted Swiss over pink 
satin. The skirt is attached to the waist 
under @ broad brown sash, caught up te a 
point in front and back. The skirt ig long 
ané shaped at the waist in fine folds Tt fis 
edged at the bottom and a yard from the bot- 
tom with narrow pink velvet ribbon, the 
same color as the underdress. But the queer 
part of the skirt ls the tunic which falls from 
the waist in folds, which are of different 
lengths, narrowing until thte tunic touches 
the train. The tunic is also bordered with a 
band of narrow velvet ribbon, 

An eccentric dinner gown is of mauve 
qmousseline dé sole, with underskirt of the 
game shade of satin. The tunic is madein 
three sections, pointed at the sides, joined 
with fagot stitching, and is hemmed in the 
game way. In keeping with the skirt, the 
corsage is made with a shawi-drapery which 
showe a band of braid in tonés of mauve and 
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linen. .They have’ fourteen narrow gores 
slightly nicked at the waist Line and trimmed 
with braid near the hem. The waist line is 
finished with a girdle of green taffeta. 
Among tne picturesque walking suite is a 
light green Unen. The skirt is in three sec- 
tions and has an oddly shaped front gore out- 
ued and trimmed to look as though it were 
a tunic. At the back the skirt has @ bias 
center seam, With this suit is worn a coat 
with extended shoulders, almost suggesting 
a- sleeveless coat. .The front flares away 
smartly to a point af the back and. has an ap- 
plied shaped section, beneath which is a tiny 
braided vest, which turne over to slow the

Another unusual costume, especially de- 
signed for a reception gown,is a sage green 
satin with overdress of black silk, wide 
meshed, delicately embroidered, and trimmed 
with folds of soft black satin. The empire 
skirt is cut on perfectly plain lines. The 
upper sections of the overdress are mounted 
under a draped girdle of satin. In front of 
these extend under and above the girdie and 
form a bib section on the bodice, which opens 
at the side. The overdress is also finished 
with foids of satin and ia also ornamented 
with three narrow folds and flatly stitched 
bows-of satin. The bodice is draped ard cut 
in one with the sleeve. The fichu effect is 
formed in back laced across with a scarf of 
black satin.

Altracttve Empire Gown. 


An empire gown fashioned to be worn with 
a directo.re coat is attractive. The gown 
is of old pink printed foulard. Close fitting 
over the hips, the high skirt is joined to the 
bodice high above the waist line under a 
girdie of apple green satin. The waist is 
of the same materia} and has a yoke of 
tucked tulle. A tiny fold of the printed 
foulard outlines the yoke. For this costume 
the coat is a smart directoire made of old 
pink faille, trimmed with white braid, tas- 
eels, and silk ornaments, It is made with 
Eton fronts, long side tap, and a semi-fit- 
ting back cut in one with the sleeve, which 
is shed with a double plaiting of tulle. 
It has e center beck seam with openings 
in the back and on the side outlined with 
braid. 

In afternoon costume a light brown Mnen, 
made princess, cut in gores and seimi-fitted 
ig a smart garment, The skirt has a deep 
gored flounce points at the top and applied | 
with stitching to the upper part. Between 
the points are bande of taffeta with buttons. 
The straps forming points at every seam 
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guimpe and undersleeves are made of white 
batiste and insertions of embroidery. 

Another skirt is seen in a violet satin prin- 
cess gown. The gown is made with a short 
bodice trimmed with a vest of white mous- 
seline de sole.

From under the arms appears a well shaped, 
close stitched satin girdle, The skirt has the 
plain sheathed lines fitting snug over the 
hips.

In smart afternoon costumes is one of white 
linen.

Lean Weight on Ball | of Foot. 


To walk for an erect carriage one must 
lean the weight upon the ball of the foot and 
to bear the weight slightly upon the outside 
of the foot, the stronger side. Never mind 
if the heels of one’s boot do run down. They 
can be mended or new boots can be bought. 
But if the habit of walking on the inner or 
weaker side of the foot is once formed, it 
means a world of trouble and worry, a deal 
of pain and discomfort. It means ankle 
trouble and bunions and a gradual breaking 
down of the arch of the foot. 

The famous artificial arch does little ex- 
cept to steady the foot so the weight comes 
upon the outer sideof the foot instead of upon 
the inner side. Learn to bear your weight 
upon the outside of your foot, it will save 
lots of distress. . 

Walking for beauty means the. éhin must 
be raised. Don’t raise your shoulders but 
lift your chin. There is a little brace made 
for the chin. and this te Worn by young 
women who dip the chin too much. 

The brace was invented by a beauty spe- 
cialist who found trouble in making her 
pupils hold the head up.’ It consists of a lit- 
tle collar or rim of steel, to which is fast- 
ened an upright piece in front. The steel 
collar can be fastened around the neck in 
such a way that the chin is supported upon 
its tiny brace in the middle of the front. 
The whole contrivance is inconspicuous, for

New ‘Points for Walkers. 


As you lift your chin, if you are walking 
for the sake of your figttre, you must learn 
to breathe deeply. Taking long deep breaths 
is exhausting at first, for it is the tendency 
of the novice to work too hard at the deep 
breathing. It tires the heart and exhausts 
one nervously. But the habit of drawing 
one’s breath from the depths of the lungs 
soon becomes fixed and the result is a won- 
derful expansion of the lung and chest mus- 
cles.

of outdoor work, from log splitting to the 
raising of double violets, in which. women 
are not engaged. None have been so suc- 
cessful as the women who go in for fancy 
gardening and the raising of violets. 

A remarkable example of what women 
can do in cultivating the soil is seen at 
Thatcham, in Berkshire. These two wom- 
en, Miss Jones and Miss Peers, started 
their farm leas than a year ago with a small 
sum of money and five acres of land. They 
hired one man, a Frenchman, as-their as- 
sistant and instructor. He taught them to 
lay out their garden by what is known as 
the Maraicher system. The soil is made rich 
by continual fertilizing until it is a splendid 
black mold. The top layer of the original 
soll ig taken out and placedin heaps. The 
plants are forced under bell glass, for the 
weeds are sown beneath the glass and the 
intervening spaces, so that the ground often 
yields three crops in one year. 

Though Miss Jones and Miss Peers and 
their French gardener started this kind of 
farming, it has grown until they raise nearly 
every kind of vegetable product, including 
artichoke, asparagus, strawberries, lettuce, 
and carrots. Besides being a fine quality, 
they can raise them some months ahead of

Do Their Own Carpenter W ork. 


These women have such a demand for their 
garden products that they have taken several 
assistants, whom they are teaching the busi- 
ness. There is not a part of the work they 
do not pr cn 9 and cannot do. With the 
aid of their gardener they bullt their own 
carpenter shop, where they make their fore- 
ing frames. 

The only things they buy are the bell glasses 
to cover the vegetables, and in time they 
expect to make these. Miss Jones was in- 
terviewed recently about this workand sald: 
* Yes, it is just splendid; we could not have 
selected any work we should: have enjoyed 
as much. But I knew it would be just as 
delightful as it is When I was young I 
often thought if I had been a man Iavould 
have been a farmer. WhenI grew up and 
found it was necessary that I work I decided 
from the start the work must be something 
that would keep me out .of doors. The old 
notion of farming suggested itself, but not 
after English methods. tI decided to raise 
fine garden vegetables as the French do by 
forcing the plants under bell glasses. 

*' My friend, Miss Peers, was most enthu- 
siastic about the project, for she had had 
considerable experience on her father’s farm. 
No, we neither knew anything about this

There is no end of.the experimenting that 
may be done, and the vegetables grown in 
this manner are as fine as the rarest fruits. 

Violet farming is another garden occupa- 
tion that has become emceedingly popular 
with English women. There are a dozen or 
more women who are wonderfully successful 
atthis work. The best known of these farms 
is owned by two sisters. The Misses Allen 
Brown own @ beautiful violet farm at Hen- 
field, Sussex. They are so successful in their 
work that they have been made fellows of 
the Royal Horticultural society. Though 
they began their farm a few years ago on a 
small scale, it now extends over many acres.

They have found it necessary to have a 
number of men and women helpers, for they 
supply many of the wealthiest families in 
London with violets all the year round. They 
sell to the shops and have regular customers 
from all parts of Europe. As one of the 
Misses Brown says: “Certainly caring for 
flowers and sicx people are two kinds of work 
that women have the right to. Women have 


they learned how to raise flowers. Though 
we love all kinds of flowers, a violet farm 
has a delicious odor to it and is an altogether 
delightful occupation.””’ The best time to 
start violet beds is in spring, and the soll 
ought to be of a light loamy nature.

Professional Training Begins in Childhood. 

Over at the Chicago Athletic club Fred W. Stone, 
athletic director, discoursed long and eloquently on the 
subject of child training. He declared that all pro- 
fessional acrobats are trained from childhood up, and 
that this and this alone accotints for their remarkable 
agility. The professional acrobat, in his opinion, never 
could have been a professional acrobat had his training 
been commenced after the Rardening process of bones 
and marrow had begun. 

“The proper way to begin the training,” said Mr. 
Stone, “is to take a broomstick and teach the child to 
shang from it while you hold it. At first it will be all 
the child can do to hang with all its weight suspended. 
Soon, however, this will come easier and it will be able 
to cling while you swing it back and forth. The child 
who learns to do this exercise easily you will find to 
have increased greatly in strength of arms and chest, 

- Wrist and hands. Then, when I have any of this train- 
ing to do, I sort of reverse the treatment. I take hold 
of the little one’s ankles and let them walk about on 
their hands. : 

“The next thing I do is to strengthen the legs and 
feet and ankles. I teach the child to hang by his toes 
from the broomstick. It Jy takes some time to do 
this, for the toes are ned to be weak. I have two 
men hold the broomstick and I hold the little feet firm- 
ly. I always have a soft mattress underneath the child 
to prevent bumps, though, as a matter of fact, a few 
bumps don’t hurt any youngster. This form of treat- 
ment is invaluable in giving a child confidence and 
poise.

ness property mentioned in this column a 


week ago as giving promise of a successful 
conclusion in the near future, was closed up 
last week, and it clearly was the feature of 
the week’s market. There wage one other im- 
portant deal closed im’ business property 
just outside the centra] district, on Wabash 
avenue, and another oh the same street near- 
ly completed, but they are not in the same 
class with Mrs. Harriet Blair Borland’s pur- 
chase of the leasehold interest in the prop- 
erty at 251-255 Dearborn street from Charles | 
C. Heisen. . 

This transaction was of particular interest 
for several reasons, notably the central lo- 


cation and prominence of the property, the 


many efforts which have been made by brok- 
ers for several years to unite it with other 
contiguous holdings, especially the Otis prop- 
erty, fronting on Jackson boulevard, with 
the view to the erection of a great office or 
hotel buil , ahd for the further reason 
that it bears out r 
tained by brokers at the time Mrs. Borland 
acquired the Silverman property at 257-261, 
adjoining on the south, that she ultimately 
would add to it _ and improve her holdings 
with a modern, high grade office building. 
It was not expected, however, that her 
plans would reach to the proportions of the 


announcement made last week of a twenty- 


two story office building, the highest struc- 


+ ture of ite kind in the city. Still, the location 


is first class, and the lot, with ite depth of only 
70 feet and ite frontage on two streets of 
125 feet, makes it especially available for 
this class of improvemert. It also suggests 
that Mrs. Borland ntly is well pleased 
with the results atten@ant upon her eon- 
struction of the Borland buflding at the 
southeast corher of La Sate and Monroe 
streets, and the moral t drawn from this 
possiliy may result in other local capitalists 
being led into similar investments. 


, Future of Otis Holding. 

Mrs. Borland’s plens also present another 
interesting feature in that they evidently con- 
template leaving the much-eought-after Otis 
holding, 70x50 feet, to working out its own sal- 
vation. It would seem as though the holding 
was too small to admit of improvement ona 
large scale to advantage, but it ig reported 
that Holabird & Roche have or are prepar- 
ing plans for a fifteen atory building to cover 
the premises. 

There can be no doubt that thie holding 
should go with the 125 feet of Mre. Borland, 
but according to current report the Otises 
are exceedingly hard to dea] with, end are 
gaid to have not only turned down a number 
of handsome offers for their holding but also 
have declined to place any figures# either for 
lease or sale on the property. 

As showing the extent of some of the offers 
it-is said they were offered a net/annua!l rent- 
al of $30,000 for the property, but refused it. 
This is at the rate of 4 per cent on over $214 
a square foot; If such figures ag these are 
refused: it is not to be wondered at that Mr@. 
Borland haa given over any idea of acquiring 
the property, and is planning to improve her 
own holding of 125 feet on both Dearborn 
street and Plymouth place. 

The proposed building wil) be of the high- 
est type of fireproof construction, will have 
two basements, with the ground floors de-

TWO ARTS IN CHICAGO. 
The annual reports of the officials of 
the Art institute mark a turn in the tide 


of its affairs which is not only encourag- | 


ing but significant. 

The running expenses, amounting to 
$111,500, have been more than met by 
the membership fees and door receipts, 
amounting to $113,000. In the schoo! 
department the receipts were $78,000 and 
the expenses $74,000. This leaves a sur- 
plus of $5,500 in the maintenance of the 
institute. There have been other encour- 
aging gains. The endowment fund has 
been increased $23,400, the adntissions 
28,195, and the number of students . 1,581. 
The debt has been reduced by $21,000. 

These figures show that the financial 
affairs of the Art institute are in a flour- 
ishing condition, The additions to -its 
galleries, the ‘increased adshissions, and 
the imperative necessity for ~ increased 
space indicate that it is also flourishing in 
its artistic purposes and resources. This 
is confirmed by the attendance at iis 
classes, lectures, and library, which is 
larger than at any similar institution ‘n 
this country, while its door admissions are 
only exceeded by those of the Metropol- 
itan museum in New York. The latter 
has more money at its command and, con- 
sequently, can offer superior attractions 
to visitors. 

It is pleasant to couple with this show- 
ing an equally encouraging one from the 
Thomas orchestra, which at last has fin- 
ished op a season without ai deficit. 
These are new times for the Art institute 
and the orchestra, and both organizations 
will enter upon another year with fresh 
courage and enthusiasm. It is demon- 
strated beyond all question that there is 
an esthetic as well as a material spirit in 
Chicago, and that it is steadily growing. 
The orchestra has been fifteen years in 
reaching a no deficit basis, the Art insti-

As the duke and Duchess of Seville have 
abandoned their residence at Barcelona and 
established their home in England, with a 
house in London, ané a country seat in Sus~ 
sex, it may be just as weil to explain who 
they are for the benefit of those American 
visitors to the united kingdom who may hap-~ 
pen to meet them. A the dukedom of 
Seville was formerly one of the dignities re~ 
stricted to the princes of the reigning house 
of Spain, the present duke has no drop of royal 
blood in his veing. He owes his title to his 
marriage. For; according to Spanish law 
and custom, a man wedding the heiress of a 
duke, a marquis, or a count becomes entitled 
by the union to share the honors of his wife. 
The present duke bore the name of Don Juan 
de Monclus y Cabanellas until he married 
Dona Maria Luisa of Bourbon; the eldest 
daughter of the late duke of Seville, in Lon~ 
don, where she had been educated in the 
Convent of the Assumption, In Kensington 
square. The duchess owes hér title to the 
fact of her being the first born daughter of 
the late duke of Seville, though she was not 
formally established in her right tothe duke= 
dom until she had defeated her mother, the 
widowed duchess of Seville, 


~o- y ee ‘ 

The latter is a dreadful old woman of 
the name of-Josephine Parade. The dow- 
ager duchess never liked her eldest. daugh- 
ter, preferring her two younger giris, 
and when after. Donna Maria Luisa became 
the wife of Don Juan, who is a rich man, the 
young couple showed a disposition to resist 
her constant and ever increasing demands 
for money, she, with a degree of shameless 
effrontery difficult to describe, actually com- 
menced legal proceedings in the courts at 
Madrid against her eldest daughter, with the 
object of depriving her of her grandezza and 
of her title of duchess of Sevi'le, on the 
ground that she was illegitimate.. The pro- 
ceedings in court brought to light the fact 
that Donna Maria Luisa had been born out of 
wedlock—namely: two full years before the 
union of her parents had been legalized by 
marriage, which, latter, however, according 
to Spanisb law, had the result of jegitimizing 
her. But the judges held that the dowager 
duchess had entirely failed to prove the main 
‘plea upon which her suit against her daugh- 
ter was based—namely: the contention that 
Donna Maria Luisa, although her child, was 
not the offspring of the late duke of Seville. 
Popular sympathy was, of course, all with 
Donna Maria Luisa, who wasthus confirmed 
in her honors and dignities, whieh include 
the grandezza, while the public execration 
against her unnatural mother was so great 
that she had to be specially protected by the 
police from the anger of the populace on her 
way to andfromcourt.. . 


The first duke of Seville, grandfather of 
the young duchess, was 4 brother of that 
little King Francis of Assissi, who was the 
consort of old Queen Isabella of Spain. He 
bore the name of Henry, was deeply in love 
with Isabella, and engaged to be married to 
her, But the match was brought to nought 
by the intrigues of Isabella's mother, old 
Queen Christine, and King Louis Philippe of 
France, who, anxious that the throne of 
Spain should pass into the possession of his 
daughter-in-law, Isabella's younger sister 
(married to his son the late Duc de t- 
pensier), insisted that Isabella should wed 
Prince Francis of Assissi, a squeaky yotced 
dwarf, firmly convinced that there would be 
no issue of such a union. Prince Henry, dis- 
appointed in lové as well as in ambition, 
joined a revolutionary movement, from the 
penalties of which he escaped with the loss 
of some of hishonors. He then married mor- 
ganatically a lady of the noble house of Cas- 
telvi, by whom he had four children, and was 
killed in a duel by the duke of Montpensier, 
that is to say, by the husband of Queen 
Isabella’s youngest sister, in 1870. | 

His sons naturally did not inherit the title 
of prince, nor, in fact, any of his honors ex- 
cepting the name of Bourbon, They ‘were 
left in dire want, so much so that they were 
found actually starving in Paris and spend- 
ing nights on the benches of the Champs 
Elysées and of Cour la Reine by one of the 
Carlist leaders. The latter brought their 
penniless condition to the notice of Don 
Carlos, who gave them commissions ijn his 
army, in which they took part in the Carlist 
uprisings of the early "70s. After the defeat 
ef Don Carlos the late King Alfonso inter- 
ested himself in their behalf, revived the title 
of duke of Seville in favor ofthe eldest of 
the three brothers, at the same time con- 


ferring upon him the grandezza, while the 


‘other two were given commissions in the 
army. 

The late duke of Seville wasa ne’er-do-wel! 
and in spite of the generosity of the late 
king was in eonstant pecuniary trouble and 
financial scrapes until for very shame’s sake 
he was shipped off by the Spanish government 
with a colopial appointment, first in the 
West Indies and afterwards in the Philip- 
pines. He died at sea on his way heme, leav- 
ing, as I have mentioned above, three daugh- 
ters.

The second of his brothers is that ridiculous 
retired Gen. Don Francis of Bourbon, who 
at one time styled himself Duke of Anjou 
and put forward pretensions to the throne 
of-France. The only sensible thing that he 
has done has been to make two rich mar- 
riages, on each occasion with a Cuban heir- 
ess, the first of the two unions being cele- 
brated in New York. He has long been de- 
prived of any active military command. His 
younger brother, Albert, is a much more sen- 
sible fellow and a level headed soldier. He 
was a particular fayorite of the late King 
Alfonso, who conferred upon him the title of 
marquis of Santa Elena. 

Let me add in this connection wit ' 
to the soi-disant Prince Charles of = thor tg 
who is posturing as such here in New York 
that I have before me a list of all the chi)- 
dren of those princes of the house of Bourbon 
who having aga ete nonroyal—that is to 
say, morganatic—mearriageg have transm 
to their. sons the right to use the es it 
Bourbon without, however, the rank of 
prince. But in this list I cannot fing a single 
one who bears the Christian name of Charles 
or who ini any Way answers the description 
of the individual who Is posing here as 
“Prince Charles of Bourbon.” ‘There are 
only two bona fide Princes Charles of Bour- 
bon—namely: Don Carlos, the legitimitist 
pretender to. the throne of Spain, who lives 
in the palace of Loredan at Venice with his 
second wife, the Princes Bertha of Rohan 
and who is one of the best known figures of 
Europe, while the other is the Prince Charles 
of Bourbon whose wedGing to the sister of 
the duke of Orleans last November attracted 
so much attention. That Prince Charies of 
Bourbon makes his home at Madrid, where he 
has been until now the mentor and the prin- 
cipal chum and adviser of his brother-in-law 
King Alfonso. :

highest officials of the admiralty, and in 
another case, where a batch of secret papers 
relating to the Interests of imperial defense 
was lost from the room of 4 cabinet minister, 
nothing whatscever was or could be done in 
the matter.

Indeed, they would have 
given to Lord Loreburn their unanimous sup- 
port. What they did object-to, however, 
was the cla which prohibited the publica- 
tion of all kinds of dotu ts and informa- 
tion of a confidential character relating to the 
reigning family, to the govérnment, and its 
dignitaries, in particular commuzications to 
and from the reigning sovereign or regent 
or of his predecessor, the date of which is less 
than forty-two years previous to the date of 
publication, without the consent of the mon- 
arch. And this clause applied not only to 
royal correspondence, but also to any docu- 
ment or information which ought not, in the 
interests of the state or crown, to have been 
so published or communicated, 

Lord Loreburn’s bill wert even still further, 
since it stipulated that if a court of summary 
jurisdiction was satisfied by information on 
oath that there was reasonaole ground for 
suspecting the presence in any premises of 
documents or secrets the disposal or pub- 
lication of which would be prejudicial to the 
crown, a search warrant and authority for 
the seizure of the documents in question 
might be granted and enforced. Of course 
this would have placed the press completely 
at the mercy of the government, since the 
latter would have been empowered by means 
of the act to descend at any time upon any 
newspaper office for the purpose of confis- 
cating information the publication of which 
might be prejudicial to its interests and to 
those of the sovereign house.

Newspaper criticism of the government 
would. have become absolutely impossible, 
and had, for instance, any such law existed 
at the time of the Crimean war, not a line 
of Sir William Howard Russell's memorable 
letters from the front, which brought about 
the dispatch of Florence Nightingale—the 
Lady of the Lamp—to the east, the founda- 
tion of an efficient ambulance service, and 
the reorganization of the entire war depart- 
ment, would have ever seen the light of day 
in the columns of the London Times; and, in 
one word, the press would have been pre- 
vented, under the penalties of confiscation, 
fine, and imprisonment, from the publication 
of any news, not alone in times of war, but 
also in times of peace, the divulgation of 
which the government of the day considered 
disadvantageous to it or to the crown. 

That was why there was so much opposition 
to Lord Loreburn’s bill that it had to be with- 
drawn; and amazement has been expressed 
that so able and broadminded a jurist as the 
present lord high chancellor of England 
should ever have submitted the now defunct 
official secrets bill of 1908 to parliament.
